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Tue choice of a successor to the late Colonel Scott, 
in charge of the War Rebellion Records, is believed 
to rest between Lt. Col. Henry M. Lazelle, 23d Inf., 
and Maj. Robt. H. Hall, 22d Ivf., either of whom, 
it is generally acknowledged, possesses the necessary 
qualifications for the place. It is presumed that 
Secretary Endicott will make the selection within 
the next few days. 





PaRaGRAPH 1845 of the Regulations inculcates 
that exercise so much in vogue in foreign armies, 
“ practice marching with the full kit,” but a corre- 
spondent seems to think the regulation a dead letter 
so far as our Service is concerned. It may not be 
generally observed, but we note from a recent order 
issued from the Headquarters Department of the 
Platie that it is not altogether obsolete. 








THe forthcoming tests and trials of some of the 
new steel guns assembled at the Washington Ord- 
nance Yard, will be watched for with special inter- 
est on account of the controversy which is now agi- 
tating the ‘‘gun shops” on both sides of the At- 
lantic as to what is to be ¢he gun metal of the future. 
The battery supplied to the Atlanta will also be 
tested and reported upon during the forthcoming 
trial of that vessel. 








A THOROUGH revision of the Navy signal book is 
now being carried out by the Navy Department, and 
it is expected that when the work is completed it 
will show great improvements over any previous 
work of the kind in this country. The present sys- 
tem of signalling by numbers from yard-arms and 
main topgallant masts will especially receive some 
very extensive modifications in the direction of 
simplicity and completeness. 








Now THAT the hospital stewards of the Army 
have received an increase of pay, the ordnance ser- 
geants, post quartermaster sergeants, and commis- 
sary sergeants seem likely to have their claims to 
increased pay pressed to recognition. It is too 
early yet to discuss the matter, except so far as to 
say that in our opinion great consideration as to 
Standing and compensation should be given the 
general and regimental non-commissioned staff of 
our Army. As arule they are all superior men, 
experts in their respective positions, and the easy 
running of the machinery of garrisoned posts is 
largely due to their efforts to carry out the orders 
and wishes of their superiors in an energetic and 
efficient manner. We shall have more to Say on 
this subject when the season is propitious. 





Noticing Chief Constructor HIcHBORN’s report 
the London Army and Navy Gazette says: ‘* There 
18 certainly every‘reason for the United States Gov- 
ernment to congratulate themselves on the energy 
and industry of that gentleman. The drawings and 
other information it contains cannot fail to be of 
utility to the designers of the new warships for 
the United States Navy. But so far as the outery 
18 concerned which was made on this side about the 
Supposed sale of secret plans, etc., we find nothing 
of such 4 startling nature in the work as was needed 
to give rise to anything of the kind. It is more 
than probable that everything in the shape of draw 
ings or Specificatioas contained in the book would 
be given to Captain OHADWICK, the United States 
Attaché, by the Admiralty, if he asked for them. 
Such is the custom, and with such a friendly Power 
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as the United States, there really does not seem to 
be any reason for departing from it.” 





Lorp WOLSELEY presided on March 1 at a lecture 
on the Nile Expedition by Colonel Duncan, M. P., 
in which the Gladstonian Government was subjected 
to the severest criticism for its course in regarJ to 
the rescue of GorpoN. The lecturer said: ‘‘ Only 
one month of absence of vacillation in Downing 
Street, and a noble life would have been saved— 
only a month, and the heroic efforts made by officers 
and men might have been crowned by success.” 
Mr. GLADSTONE was told by Lord WoLsELEY ‘‘over 
and over again that if he did not act GorDoN must 
perish,” and when at last he found himself on bis 
way to Egypt, “having plenty of time to think,” 
he concluded that so much time had been wasted 
in England he could not carry out his original plan 
of a general advance of the whole force from Korti 
by water, and he then decided that he must divide 
it, sending one part by the river and another by 
the desert; the latter to march on camels as fast as 
possible to relieve Khartoum in case GORDON in- 
formed Lord WotsELey that he was in the last ex- 
tremity. But for the death of Sir HERBERT STEWART 
and Colonel BurnaBy, GoRDON would be alive at 
this present moment. {t came to be at the end not 
a question of weeks or months, but ofhours. The 
steamers which went up the Nile to Khartoum— 
and if General StswartT had lived they would have 
gone earlier—were just two days too late. 





THE usual sentiment of gratitude to Congress for 
its liberal appropriations for building new vessels 
is somewhat lessened by the contemplation of the 
results of its blundering in the matter of furnishing 
the small amount required to put the Chicago and 
Boston intocommission. ‘‘Water, water all around 
and not a drop to drink.” Twenty millions for new 
vessels and not a dollar voted to set afloat the 
two vessels for whose completion officers have been 
waiting for an assignment to the active exercises of 
ths duties of their profession! Fortunately the 
Secretary has found the means to complete the 
vessels. Incidentally the assignees of JOHN 
Roach have good reason to complain of the 
rank injustice they suffer at the hands of 
Congress. They cannot get rid of these ships and 
go on with the work of reorganizing their yard be- 
cause Congress withholds the money which has 
been agreed upon as due to them. As the frogs said 
to their tormentor so they may say to the wrangling 
Congressmen—this may be fun to you but it isdeath 
to us. We trust our readers of the Army will not be 
moved by envious feslings toward their sister service 
when they contemplate the liberal appropriations 
for the materiel of the Navy, the results of which 
we described last week. In recognition of the claims 
of the personnel the Navy fares no better than the 
Army, and both services will have to gird up their 
loins for a tussle with the new Congress which en- 
tered upon its term of office last week, but which 
does not meet in session until next December, un- 
less sooner called together by Executive proclama- 
tion. 





WE observe that ‘‘ Veteran” writes to the New 
York Tribune that he has been unable to find the 
battleflags of the war for which he has searched the 
Ordnance Museum at Washington in vain. If ‘‘Vet- 
eran” will call upon Chief Engr. H. L. Snyper, U. §. 
Navy, who has charge of the State, War and Navy 
Department building, we will guarantee that he 
will be admitted to a sight of the flags in reference 
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to the existence of which his suspicions are aroused, 
In an upper room of the building will be found a 
large number of the flags borne by different organi- 
zations of the Army during the War of the Rebellion 
and an interesting collection of captured Confed- 
erate flags. Each one is accompanied by a paper 

















‘giving its history, and they are numbered in con- 


secutive series so that any given flag can be tound 
by reference toa proper index. The intention is, 
as soon as a proper place can be found for their 
display, to unroll them and hang them up where the 
curious will have an opportunity to see them with- 
out trouble. The necessary room cannot be ob- 
tained until the building is completed, which will 
not be until another year. The destruction 
of the old War and Navy buildings and the 
gathering together of the archives and relics accu- 
mulated there in an unfinished building has, of ne- 
cessity, created some temporary confusion, and it is 
not always easy to locate some of the relics which 
are known to be carefully preserved. For instance, 
an Official who was rummaging around in a lumber 
room of the Winder building at Washington, the 
other day, discovered the shackles worn by the 
LINCOLN conspirators and the hangman's caps which 
shut out their last view of earth. 








AN examination of the two bills submitted with 
the report of the Conference Committee on Fortifi- 
cation reveals some curious facts. Mr. HAsKELL 
was supposed to be exercising some baleful influence 
upon the committee, and perhaps did so, yet his 
name does not appear in either of the bills, and the 
trial of his gun does not seem to be provided for. 
On the other hand, NornMAN WIARD’s influence is 
clearly seen in the bill favored by Mr. RANDALL, not 
only in the section providing for the trial of the 
‘* great gun-burster’s” extraordinary plan for the 
‘*eonversion ” of Parrott guns, but also in some of 
the other features of the bill. It is simply extra- 
ordinary that a man like WIARD, with such a record 
as he has made for himself, should be tolerated 
before any committee of intelligent men. He 
seems in this case to have worked his plans 
very quie‘ly, and to have escaped anything like a 
cross-examination before the committee. But as 
the section providing for the trial of his scheme 
seemed to leave it discretionary with the Board to 
adopt it or not after the trial of one or more guns, 
it was perhaps unwise on the. part of the Senate 
conferees not to agree to this section as the best 
means of getting rid of Mr. W14RD and his disturb- 
ing influence upon legislation for the future. Even 
at the expense of ‘‘ converting” all the old Parrotts 
from a condition of moderate efficiency into a con- 
dition of absolute worthlessness this might be a 
cheap riddance. Yet, after all, the fatal objections 
to Mr. RANDALL’s bill were the limitations and re- 
strictions imposed in the provisions for steel forg- 
ings, and Mr. REED was about right in saying that 
it forced any contractor to invest too much money 
in a plant with too slender a guarantee of a contract 
to cover the outlay. It is possible that had the ad- 
vocates for the exclusive use of steel forgings been 
a little less intolerant towards those who only 
asked, indeed, for a second place—who asked, not 
for the adoption, but only a fair trial of their plans 
—there would have been ereater harmony in the 
counsels of the committee, and Army ordnance 
matters would have been placed upon even a moro 
substantial footing than those of the Navy. The 
failure of the bill is a calamity, but perhaps we oan 
derive a lesson from it.

RECENT DEATHS, 

GENERAL GeorGe M. Love, Captain U.S. Army, 
retired, a gallant officer whose acquaintance we 
made in the Shenandoah Valley in the autumn of 
1864, died March 15, at Buffalo, of pneumonia after a 
short illness. He joined the 2lst New York Vols. in 
May, 1861, as First Sergeant of Co. **D,’’ soon rose to 
Sergeant-Major, and in August of that year was 
promoted ist Lieutenaut of the 44th New York, 
made Captain in January, 1862, Major of the 116th 
New York in September, 18@, and Colonel July 16, 
1863. He was mustered out in June, 1865, appointed 
2d Lieutenant lith U.8. Infantry io 1867, transferred 
to the 16th Infantry in 1869, promoted Ist Lieuten- 
ant in 1875, and retired March 15, 1883, for disability 
incurred in the line of duty. He received the brevets 
of Ist Lieutenant, Captain, Major and Lieutenant- 
Colonel in the Regular Arwy for gallantry at Plains 
Store, Port Hudson, Cedar Creek, etc., as ulso the 
brevet of Brizadicr-General of Volunteers. In ad- 
dition be received a bronze medal of h »nor from the 
Secretary of War. New York has reason to be 
proud of the record of its dead soldier. 

LIEUTENANT JosEPH S. PowELL, Signal Corps, 
U.S. A., whose serious illoess, and untoward cir- 
cumstances, we referred to last week, died at Wash- 
ington, D. C., on Monday, March 14, of softening of 
the brain. Death thus brings to an end a career 
which at one time gave promise of brilliant results, 
but which of late had been somewhat clorded. 
Lieut. Powell was born in the District of Columbia, 
joined the Signal Service as a private, April 1, 1878, 
rose to sergeant, and on Nov. 1, 1879, was appointed 
a 2d Laeutenant in the Corps. He had many friends 
who will deeply regret his untimely death. He 
leaves a widow, but no children. The funeral took 
place on Wednesday, the remains being interred 
temporai:iy at Glenwood. The Chet Signal Officer 
has issued an order, referring to the iodustry and 
skill of the late Lieut. Powell, and directing, asa 
mark of respect and esteem, tbat the officers of the 
corps wear the usual badge of mourning for thirty 
days.

Corps in uniform, and the following were the pall- 
bearers: Lieutenants William D. Wright, Frank 
Greene, Beniamin M. Purssell, John P. Finley, Fred- 
erick B. Day and James Mitche!!, all of the Signal 
Corps.

Cunning 
ham, U.S. N.; Lieutenants Craig, 4th Artillery,and 
Townsend, 5th lofantry; Colonel Francis 8. Jones, 
all the Sigaal Corps officers on duty at Washiugton, 
and about a hundred of the enlisted men of the 
Corps. 

A pespaton from the Sav Carlos Reservation, 
Arizona, conveys the sad news of the death therg 
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March —, of 2d Lieutenant Seward Mott, 10th U.S. 
Cavalry, a promising young officer, under the fol- 
lowing circumstances: Lieut. Mott had been assist- 
ing Capt. Pierce, Agent at the reservation, in the 
division of lands. A young Apache chief, whose 
father was confined in the guard house, quarrelled 
with Lieut. Mott over a division of land, and stabbed 
him several times, the wounds proving fatal. The 
murderer escaped, and is now with three renegades 
who went out to escape punishment for Jrunken- 
ness, and are being pursued by scouts. Lieutenant 
Mott was born in New York, appointed to the Mili- 
tary Academy, and was graduated in 1586. Lieut: 
H. 8. Whipple, 10th Cavalry, was sent out with a 
detachment of cavalry in pursuit of the Indians. 


Mrs. Sritva, wife of Major V. M. C. Silva, formerly 
of the 2ist U. 8S. Infantry, died at Ogden, Utah, 
March 3. Of Mrs. Silva, the Salt Lake City Tribune 
says: Five days before Mrs. Silva expired, during 
the last of her conscious moments, the weary suf- 
ferer, placing her arms about her grief-stricken hus- 
band said té bim with a smile, “You are so good and 
kind to me!” From that moment she lost conscious- 
ness, her eyes closed as in a quiet slumber and she 
never spoke nor moved again; falling into a state of 
coma which continued until Thursday evening when 
she passed away peacefully without a struggle. To- 
day, dressed in the wedding clothes she wore 16 
years ago, she lies in her coffin speeding back to the 
Mae house and home she left at that time a happy 
bride. The remains have been brought East for in- 
terment in Greenwood Cemetery, Brooklyn. 


Joan B. Luce, of Arkansas, a brother of Rear Ad- 
miral Luce, died in Washington last week of geveral 
debility and exhaustion, supposed to bave resulted 
from bis long struggle in advocacy of the celebrated 
Choctaw claim. e had been heavily interested in 
this claim since 1852, and consumed all his private 
fortune in its prosecution. Some months ago the 
Supreme Court rendered a judgment iu favor of the 
claimants, but the last Congress refused to appro- 
priate the amount—more than two million dollars— 
nad it is believed that this last reverse hastened the 
death of Mr. Luce. Admiral Luce was with his 
brother in his last moments. The neglect of Con- 
gress in this matter was without exouse, and the re- 
sult is most melancholy. 


A MEMORIAL of Gen. Robert B. Potter, who died 
at Newport, R. L., Feb. 19, bas been issued to the 
members of the Society of the Burnside Expedition 
and of the 9th Army Corps. The memorial recites 
Gen. Potter's services to hia country during the 
war, a siwple recital being considered by President 
Hartranft as ** more eloquent than the most labured 
eulogium.” The memorial concludes by saying: 
“ The 9th Army Corps has no mors soldierly name 
or recurd on its roster, and the companions of the 
high and uvdaunted spirit must always mourn that 
the consequences of his achievements and the price 
of bis fame, so glorious to bis country, were years 
of physical disabilities and; suffering, and a linger- 
ing death.”’ 


Grorer Harvey Brown, youngest son of the late 
Lieutenant Colonel Harvey Brown, ist U.S. infan- 
try, died March 10, at Westchester, Pa., of dipthe- 
ritic croup. Itis a remarkable coincidence that the 
child died on the fourth anniversary of the death of 
his distinguished father, who died at Westchester, 
March 10, 1853.

MILITARY HISTORY AT ARTILLERY SCHOOL. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


On page 40 of the book on Military Art and Scienoe 
which has recently been “‘approvec and authorized 
as a text book,” at the U. 3S. Artillery School, the 
announcement is made under the general heading 
of “ History of the U. S. Army,” that in the year 
1869 certain officers ‘‘ were transferred to the Artil- 
lery, to the detriment of the officers of that corps.” 
In other words, the student officers at the school are 
to be informed that, as an historic fact, such men as 
Getty, Ayres, Upton, Scott and Ingalls were trans- 
ferred to the Artillery to the detriment of the offi- 
cers of that arm of Service. Besides, seeing that the 
auther is dealing with history, would it not be bet- 
ter for him to say that those transfers took place in 
the year 1870. 

It 1s to be hoped _ that Military Art and Science is 
taught at the Artillery School with more accuracy 
than military history seems to be. A. 








DECISIONS IN THE COURT OF CLAIMS. 


Tue Court of Claims has disallowed the mileage 
claim of Rear Admiral Peirce Crosby, thereby sus- 
taining the action of the accounting officers of the 
Treasury. The claim was for mileage under the 
Temple decision, and was denied by the accountin 
officers on the ground that the travel perform 
was not in accordance with orders. Admiral Crosby 
received orders to proceed without delay from 
Washington to Rio, but instead of starting at once, 
taking steamer from Baltimore direct to the ob- 
qective point, he delayed starting for some days, and 

en took a more circuitous route, going via Europe 
to point of destination. 

A decision of much interest to paymasters’ clerks 
was rendered by the Court of Claims on Monda 
last, The court held thata pogmates’s clerk is an offi- 
cer in the Navy, and is entitled to the benefits of the 
longevity pay, Acts of 1882 and The account- 
ing officers will probably not be hung to abide by 
this decision, so that the question will eventually 
reach the U. S. Supreme Court, when the real status 
of this class of public servants will be finally settled. 
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To the Editur of the Army and Navy Journal: 


As AX effort either to define the present condition 
of the artillery, or to indicate a remedy for its al- 
leged deficiencies, the paper of Prof. Michie does 
not seem to meet the situation and needs as they 
actually exist. 

The artillery as a corps, in the first place, is no less 
efficieut now than before the war, so far as its own 
efforts can make it efficient. During the war it 
served entirely as light artillery and, should occa- 
sion arise, there seenis to be no reason to doubt that 
whatever duties might be devolved upon it would 
be, as before, discharged as history records. 

The artillery is now a body of men not only well 
drilled in the school of infantry, as at present estab- 
lished, disciplined and efficient, so far as its means 
can make it so, but as artillery proper in addition to 
its attainments as infantry it has a thorough fami- 
liarity with the armament yet kept in its hands. 

It is still waiting with exemplary patience for the 
forts which it is the business of the engineers to 
build and for the guns which it is the business of the 
ordnance to construct. 

When the artillery get possession of modern ma- 
terial it will, no doubt, realize a new standard of 
efficiency as thoroughly as 1t has the old, but to find 
fault with it for the absence of what does not be- 
long ioe it to do nor to furnish is to utterly miss the 
mark. 

There are two remedies proposed, both of which 
seem to be altogether too homeopathic to admit of 
any practical benefit—increased regimental supervi- 
sion and a Chief of the Corps. Lt is not perceived how 
either at present could accomplish the desired end. 

If the regimental commander, for instance, were 
to visit Fort Barrancas he would find a garrison 
thoroughly acquainted with its duties and familiar 
with the armament of that post, consisting, perhaps, 
of two 8-in, a mortars, two 4‘ in. siege rifles and 
two 8-in. siege howitzers, The care taken to keep 
them in good condition and to exhaust their capa- 
bilities in the way of manoeuvre and practice might 
be appreciated by the regimental commander, but 
could hardly be improved. If even at this very time 
a * Chief’ should arrive it is dificult to see how the 
situation would be changed for the better. 

Clearly the remedy for any existing deficiency 
does not lie in additional interference with the work 
of the post commander. It must be sought much 
nearer our political centre of gravity and is entirely 
a question not of men but of supply. 

In fact the ariiliery isin exactly the position of 
the Corps of Engineers and tbe Ordnance Corps, no 
better and no worse. The former have failed and 
continue to fai] to secure the appropriations they 
need to build the works they have planned, the lat- 
ter are no more successful, and it does not appear 
that the existence of a Chief much helps the matter. 

If the statement of what 1s required had been con- 
fined to the incorporation into one body, of the men 
who make, the men who arm and the men who use 
our forts it would, at least, have started on a com- 
mon-sense basis which appeals at once to the intelli- 
gence of the most ordinary legislator. 

But this business of incorporation, where one part 
is all head to begin with and the other part largely 
tail, has its peculiar difficulties, and the artillery, 
before it commits itself to the process, would do well 
to secure a good start. 

Looking at the question from an abstract point of 
view, when acat swallows a canary it is hard te see 
where the benefit to the bird comes in. 

Before the artillery makes up its mind to go into 
bankruptcy, even on the most complimentary invi- 
tation, let 1t take an uccount of stock, and if it finds 
the goods rather antiquated in pattern let it comfort 
itself with the reflection that we only do a commis- 
sion business and are not accountable for the quality 
of our wares. 

In the matter of promotion there is much to be 
said, especially from the point of view of a Lieuten- 
ant of twenty years’ standing, but itis to be feared 
that incorporation would be of little avail, and it is 
certain thatits slowness ia no fault of our own that 
regimental supervision or a Corps Chief could mend. 

ven making the Artillery a Scientific Corps by 
itself would be of no use unless it is the peculiar pro- 
perty of a Scientific Corps to be all Colonels. 

As for duties to be done they ars generally to be 
found pretty pear home and of a size that will ocou- 
py mucb of the attention of a willing man, as the 
records of our own young officers show. 

In the mental, moral,and physical improvement 
of the men under his charge, as well as of himself, 
there is still room for a most essential work on che 
part of all officers who are troubled with aspiratious 
for better things as well in the matter of characte: as 
of cannon.

Upon my return I made an investigation of the cireum- 
stances, and learned nothing to the discredit of your troops 
beyond the inadvertance, which caused a delay of about ten 
minutes in their reporting for escort duty, and for this I un- 
derstand you—not then being in command of the battalion— 
were in no way responsible. 

It gives me pleasere to express my satisfaction with the 
present conditien of the Third Artillery, and I have every 
reason to believe that the high standard of military bearing 
and efficiency that they have now reached will be maintained 
inthe future.

Crawford. commandiag officer and quartermaster, 
respectively, will find much enjoyment in the pieas- 
ing results of their labors. The varcissus, jonquil, 
and daffodil families have exhibited their charms 
and passed away, and we are now en agen Se first 
roses, the jessamine,and several varieties of the exqui- 
site white spiraea or bridal wreath. Next week the 
Pride of India blossoms will make redolent the air 
and then straw bats will resume. 

At Pickens, Lieut. Parker and his swarthy Indian 
colony have made the desert to bloom, and it is 
surely one-and-twenty years since the old fort pre- 
sented such acreditable appearance. The Apaches 
have laid outand planted seeds in the sandy flats, 
and the long slopes, formerly browa with dead grass 
and weeds, are now a velvety green, adding a very 

retty feature to the bay view. The flag staff, long 

allen, is to be replaced, which will rejoice the bar 
pilots who crave just such a landmark. 

The Navy-yard is as quiet as a New England vil- 
lage. The general has marsballed his new force and 
1s trying to find out what there is and is not in the 
various storehouses—a six wonths’ task, asin one de- 
partment at least there has been no inventory made 
for adozen of yeara. 

The new Marine Barracks are approaching com- 
pletion, and one building is expected to be in use by 
St. Patrick’s Day. The marines take note of bolidays 
and on Washington's Birthday held a celebration in 
the shape ofa public review and competitive drill 
which was the event of the season. The parade 
ground was decorated with flags, guidons, tents, 
canopies, evergreens, eto., and nearly 500 people were 
in attendance. Three weeks before, Capt. Cochrane, 
the commanding officer, published an order offering 
three prizes, one gold, one silver, and a consolation 
pipe for * the cleanest, best set up, and best drilled 
man in the command,’ and, to give all equal chance, 
organized them into two sections forspecial trainiug. 
He took charge of one, and Ist Lieut. T. G. Fillette 
of the other, and the beneficial effect of this proceed- 
ing was most apparent. Lieut.-Col. L. L. Langdon, 
Capt. F. C. Grugan, and Ist Lt. M. Crawford, Jr., 2d 
U.S. Art., were invited to act as judges, and all the 
Army and Navy —s the officers and non-com- 
missioned offivers of the Escamba Rifles, a great 
many ladies and gentlemen of Pensacola, and Mile. 
Rhea and company, wereinvited to witness thodrill. 

The exercises began at 3p. Mm. with a review ten- 
dered Col. Langdon by Capt. Cochrane, and then 
the competing sections were marched out. Ist 
Sergt. Henry McLaren and Sergt. Hiram Hitcherd, 
U.S. M. C.. tossed for precedence, and Lieut. Fil- 
lette’s section won first inning. The entire manual 
of arms, including the reverse, rest on, stacking, 
loading, firing, inspection, etc., was then given by 
this section amid the utmost silence and attention. 

When the other section took the ground, of course, 
the interest increased, and with it the efforts of the 
men toexcel. At thecompletion of the drill the 
sections were dismissed and the judges unanimously 
decided in favor of Capt.Cochrane’s, although givin 
much praise to the other. A box of 100 cigars offere 
by Lieut. Fillette and several special prizes, includ- 
ing a handsome iced cake and bouquet of flowers by 
Mrs. Lull, wife of the commandant, a large sponze 
cake by Mrs. Lieut.-Comdr. W. C. Gibson, U. S. N.. 
and a freezer full of ice cream with the compliments 
of Mrs. Paymaster Drury, were then presented by 
Col. Langdon to the winning section, which, as the 
day was warm and close, was in good condition to 
appreciate refreshment. The men exerted them- 
selves so much that the individual competition was 
deferred unti] another time, and the guests were 
then entertained by Capt. Cochrane, assisted by 
Lieut. and Mrs. Fillette, with a luncheon and music, 
‘At retreat all retired delighted with the exercises of 
the day.

Publishes letter of the Second Comptroller of the Trea- 
sury, in explanation of that portion of his decision of Feb. 
5, 1886, published in G. O. 16, of 1886, relating to the trans- 
mission cf and payment for official telegrams sent over lines 
connected with United States military telegraphs. ‘the 
Comptroller says : 

*“Kelative to payment of Ganges for transmission of 
official telegrams, sent and received by officers of the Gov- 
ernment, which pass partly over military telegraph lines and 
partly over connecting lines of private companies, for which 
there is no charge except that of the private line, and which 
does not therefore require the taking and stating of an ac- 
count between the United States and the telegraph com- 
panies for the purpose of apportioning the charges between 
the private and military lines, I know no reason why the 
quarterinaster assigned to the duty of settling telegraph ac- 
counts should not y the charges of the private company 
in such cases. My decision of February 5, 1886, was intended 
to apply to the transmission of messages over a military 
line operated in connection with lines of independent com- 
panies in cases where it becomes necessary that charges for 
such service shall be apportioned between the two. Hence 
it is obvious that in cases where the service is rendered free 
of charge by the Government or military line the decision 
does not apply, the reason for same not existing.” 

In view of the foregoing, and the fact that telegrams on 
military business are sent over United States military lines 
without charge, and as it is not necessary in any case to ap- 
portion charges between such lines and those of private tele- 
graph companies, officers of the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment charged with the adjustment and settlement of 
telegraph accounts will pay the charges of private com- 

manies in such cases, provided the telegrams do not pass over 
ines of telegraph constructed and operatedalong the bonded 
portions of the Pacific railroads. Pars. 695 and 
published in G. O. 65, of 1886, are amended accordingly.

By direction of the Secretary of War, the follow- 
ing opinions of the Attorney General are published 
for the information of the Army: 


The Attorney General was asked whether : 

“In cases of arrest in the Indian territories, where civil 

roceedings only result, and when it is deemed expedient to 
transport the p ners arrested to the seat of the districtcourt 
at Wichita, Kansas, would it not be proper to hold the goods 
authorized by lew to be seized, making to the district attor- 
ney the report required .by Section , RK. S.—custom offi- 
eers—and hold these goods in custody abiding the action of 
the civil authorities ?” 


After discussing the subject at length, he says: 

“ From these considerations it is concluded that the spe- 
cial poovinen of section 30x6, by which the property seized 
is left in the custody of the collector or principal officer of 
the customs for violation of the revenue service, is not to 
be considered as embraced in the proceedings contemplated 
in section 2125, so as to permit the — forces employed 
in making seizures to retain the custody of the property to 
abide adjudication, but that on, or as soon as is reasonably 
practicable after report is made to the United States dis- 
trict attorney, the property should bo placed in the custody 
of the proper civil officer." 

Another question asked was: 

“ Are the lands leased to the whites in Cherokee strip lands 
of the United States referred to in section 5388, R. S., or 
otherwise?” The answer is that: * When the United States 
became the trustee, the purpose of the trust was, and still is, 
the cale of the lands according to the terms of the treaty. 
This is not such a purpose or reservation for the use of 
the United States as is contemplated by section 5388 referred 
to in your first inquiry.” 

In reply to an inquiry: “ What does the word *‘ foreigner’ 
embrace in section ; 3134, R. 8.?” © answer is tbat it 
“embraces those who are born out of the United States, 
who are not naturalized, and who owe allegiance to any 
other government than that of the United States—an alien. 
It is used in its ordinary signification.” “ Section 2134 was 
originally enacted, both in the Revised Statutes and in the 
act of 1834, when others beside foreigners are intend: d to be 
embrsced, the language ‘any person other than an Indian’ 
is used. In the case ot Cherokee Nation v. Georgia (5 Peters 
1), it is ruled, ‘an Indian tribe or nation within the United 
States is nota foreign state within the meaning of section 2 
of the 3d article of the Constitution.’ They may more cor- 
rectly perbaps be denominated domestic dependent nations. 
From this it woula seem to follow,.that a citizen of the 
United States is not described as a foreigner, as to the In- 
dian tribes resident in the United States, in the legislation of 
the National Government.”

Details of non-commissioned officers on extra duty as 
clerks in the Quartermaster's and Subsistence Departments 
will in no case be approved unless it be clearly shown that 
such details are “absolutely necessary,” and that there are 
po privates at the post who can perform clerical duty. The 
that they cannot do it as well as non-commissioned 
officers is not sufficient reason for the detail of the latter.— 
(Decision Sec. War, Feb. 5, 1887.) 


TRANSPORTATION OVER ROUTES THROUGH CANADA. 


If tickets over Canadian routes can be purchased for in- 
dividual soldiers on furlough, etc., at lower rates than by 
other lines, -»_ A may be furnished over such routes; 
such travel to by any mger route accessible 
to the gvncral public, limited to unarmed individual sol- 
diers, and not to include organized forces under command.

TAX ON SALES AT POST CANTEENS. 


A tax cannot properly be collected from a post canteen, 
whose object is only to act as a co-operative or mutual pur- 
chasing and distribu agency among the members of the 
canteen, and in which no profit is le by individuals, the 
cost of the articles, with the expenses of procuring, keep- 
ing, and distributing them, being paid by the members, who, 
under the form of a sale, receive the same. But this only 
relates to cases where the United States has jurisdiction 
over a military reservation; in all other cases the question 
of taxation is one to be decided by the State and local au- 
thorities, and not by the War Department. The Supreme 
Court has decided that it can grant no relief from enforce- 
ment of tax laws so long as they do not trench on Federal 
authority or violate any right ized or secured by the 
United States Constitution, and the United States is power- 
less to grant any relief from taxation by a State so long as 
such taxation does not affect any constitutional means em- 
ployed by the United States to execute its powers.—(Deci- 
sion Sec. War, letter Feb. 15, 1887.) 


CAMPAIGN HAT CORDS AND TASSELS. 


The tuitous issue of one cord and tassel with each cam- 
paign hat drawn by enlisted men of the Army is authorized 
until the stock of those now on hand at posts or at the gen- 
eral depots of the Quartermaster's Department shall have 
become exhausted.—(Decision Sec. War, Fob.

Officers attached to light batteries will not be considered 
eligible for detachment from their batteries for rifle prac- 
tice, nor to enter the department rifle competitions.—( Doci- 
sion Lieut. Gen., Feb. 16, 1887.) 


TARGET PRACTICE. 


While men detailed as hospital attendants must be given 
the instruction prescribed in paragraph 179, Bluat’s “ Rifle 
and Carbine Firing,” they will not be included in computing 
the figure of merit. 

For iustruction in pistol practice the figure targets, as well 
as those prescribed in Appendix A, Bluat's “* Rifle and Car- 
bine Firing,”’ way be used in the discretion of the troop 
commander, and department commanders will select the 
period for such instruction and direct the amount.—(Deci- 
sions Lieut.

MESSENGERS TQ AND FROM THEIR PLACES OF 
BUSINESS. 

Under the provisions of the act approved July 29, 1886, for 
the enlistment and pay ef General Service clerks and Gen- 
eral Service messengers in the Army, no other or further al- 
lowance than that which is therein provided ean be made to 
such clerks and messengers by way of reimbursement for 
personal expenses incurred or paid in travelling between di- 
vision, department, or district headquarters where employed 
and their places of residence, respectively, and no expense 
can properly be incurred by the War Department in fur- 
nishing transportation for that pur . Their status, in 
this respect, is not different from that of other civilian em- 
ployees at department, division, or district headquarters, 
and Section 2 of the act above referred to expressly pro- 
hibits the payment of any other compensation, pay, or al- 
lowance than tnat specited in the act, and no provision is 
made therein for reimbursement of such travelling expenses 
or for transportation of such employees at the expense of 
Shp, Sgvermanant, Cherian Second Comp., letter Feb. 
9, 1887.) 


RATION CBRTIFICATES REQUIRED BY PARAGRAPH 2167 
OF THE REGULATIONS. 

When an individual soldier under orders for travel is fur- 
nished commutation of rations or rations in kind to a cer- 
tain date, and that factis noted on his order, the use of Form 
67% is unnecessary; a certified copy of the order and notation 
thereon being all that is needed for file with the proper ab- 
stract.—(General decision.)

MUSIC POUCHES. 


The value of a music pouch forms part of the money al- 
lowance of each musician, the same as clothing. The allow-

in the time during which they can be used. The interests of 
the service enjoin all officers charged with the duty ot pro- 
viding transportation for the Army to inform tbemseives 
upon points such as these, and to avail themselves of all op- 
rtunities of securing acceptable transportation at the 
owest prices prevailing. Disbursing quartermasters will re- 
port to the Quartermaster General all cases of neglect and 
errors on the part of oflicers issuing transportation requests 
which may resujt in a waste of public money. See A. R

The culprit 
was brought before an officer who, on hearing his offence, 
seized his sword and beat the poor wretch till both were 
ready to cry “hold.” Strange republicanism ! 

“ Living is high” in El Paso, though we are told that vege- 
tables and fruit are cheap and abundant in their season. 
The Mexican huckster comes to the kitchen door several 
times a day with tiny cabbages, turnips, beets, carrot fresh 
eggs, and the prettily prepared little dish called * tomoliow, 
which is an extremely pungent appetizer.

COURT-MARTIAL CASES. 


In the case of an Ordnance soldier tried at Jefferson Bar- 
racks for being Grunk on duty, and neglecting certain im- 
portant duties, Lieutenant Genera! Sheridan says: e 
specifications to the first charge are defective, in that they 
do not specify the particular duty on which the prisoner was 
found drunk. It also does not appear in the evidence that 
the greenhouse where the prisoner was working was a Gov- 
ernment greenhouse, or t he was there engaged on any 
proper military duty; and, furthermore, the testimony, in 
the opinion of the reviewing ansporty. net of such a 
character as to conclusively establish the prisoner's guilt. 
The proceedings, finding, and sentence are therefore dis- 
approved. 

In the case of a soldier tried at Fort Yates for selling 
clothing, the reviewing authority, General T. H. Ruger, 
U. 8. A., says: The case was submitted by the prosecution 
without further evidence than appears from the plea of the 
accused which excepts the words * sell or through neglect,” 
and without which no criminality could attach in this case, 
under the 17th Article of War. The accused having thus 
pleaded not guilty to the gravamen of the specification, it is 
evident the court should have proceeded to the trial of the 
case the same as if a plea of not guilty had been entered to 
the charge. In accepting the plea of the accused and pos- 
sessing no further evidence, the court had no warrant for 
its fluding of guilty of the words * through neglect.” The 
proceedings and findings are therefore i and the 
sentence set aside (G. C. M. O. 4, D. Dakota, 1887). 

In the case of Corporal R. Harmer, Co. B, 17th {nfantry, 
recently tried at Fort Bridger, and sentenced to reduction 
and reprimand, the reviewing authority, General Crook, 
says: “It oppaene in evidence that the accused discovered a 
member of his company stealing Government cartridges, 
and so reported to his company commander, who saw fit not 
to take any action in the matter. The accused, however, 
believing the matter should be repregented to those in higher 
authority. wrote first a letter to his regimental commander, 
this not being forwarded, he then wrote direct to his De- 
partment Commander. It is believed by the Department 
Commander that the writing of this letter by the accused, 
upon which he was brought to trial, arose from a desire to 
perform his whole duty. With this view, the sentence is re- 
mitted” (G. C. M. O. 5, D. Platte, 1887). 

In the case of Private Thornton Brant, Troop E, 3d Cav., 
tried at Jefferson Barracks, Mo., for desertion, the reviewing 
authority, Lieut.-Gen. Sheridan, says: “The finding to the 
second charge and its specification is disapproved. The 
second charge was laid under the 60th Article of War, the 
ninth section of which prohibits the stealing, embezzling, 
knowingly and wilfully misappropriating and applying to 
his own use or benefit, or wrongfully and knowingly selling 
or Chpestes of property of the United States furnished or 
intended for the military service thereof. The offence was 
knowingly and wilfully semporonrutes and d ing of 
certain Gevernment prgperty ssued to the soldier for use in 
the military service. The finding was not guilty of the 
charge and specification as laid, but guilty of ‘losing 
through mggiect.’ and guilty of violation of the 17th Article 
of War. ese are separate and distinct offences, made 
punishable by separate articles of war. The offence of 
which he was convicted was not the offence alleged against 
him nor included in it, and the finding was therefore unau- 
thorized.” (G. C. M. O. 20, H. Q. A.,

Tue United States Fish Commission steamer Alba- 
tross left the Washington Navy- yard, March 16, for 
a trip down the Chesapeake Bay, with Professor 
Baird on board.

are expected at San Trancisco sometime this week. 
The iron to be used in the ship is being rolled at San 
Francisco. A new ship-slip has been constructed 
for the vessel. 

Ir is said at the Mexican Legation that the death 
of Capt. Eads will not interfere with the status of 
the concession made to him by the Mexivan Gov- 
ernment fora ship railway across the Peninsula of 
Tehuantepec. The concession included both Capt. 
Eads and his associates in the ente.prise, and re- 
mains in force for a period of 99 years. It is doubt- 
ful whether the enterprise will go any further, now 
that the projector is dead. 

Lorp GEORGE HAMILTON, First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, stated in the House of Commons, March 11, 
that no charge or allegation had been made by any 
Admiralty official against the American Legation iu 
London or directed against any American newspa- 
er in connection with the recent scandal concern- 
ng the sale to foreigners of confidential intormation 
by an employee at the Chatham Navy-yard. He 
devlined to state which foreign Power had received 
the information sold by Terry. He declared that 
the press statements with reference to the affair 
were unwarranted. 

THE first attempts at rehabilitating our moribuod 
Navy seem to be attended with more than usual 
numbers of mishaps, for in addition to the to-be- 
expected mechanical difficulties which are sure to 
arise in all new paths, the four ships first built have 
had in turn, adverse foreign and domestic criticism, 
political animosity and opposition, finaucial embar- 
rassments on the part of the contractor, and now ut 
last, when the practical success of these sbips is 
almost an assured thing, Congress, through miscon- 
ception of their status, fails in an appropriation for 











their completion aud equipment for service. 
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It bas been decided to keep the Ossipee in commis- 
sion, and a new detail of officers is now being made 
out for her. She will probably be ordered to the 
North Atlantic Squadron. 

Mr. W. K. VANDERBILT’s steam yacht Alva, which 
arrived at Santiago de Cuba on March !, made the 
run from Port Royal Cuba,in fifteen’ bours. The 
beautiful lines of the vessel and her rig drew forth 
endless praise. On the day of her arrival there, a 
boat’s crew of the Alwa rescued from drowning a 
boat’s crew from a Spanish gunboat now in the har- 
bor, although two Spanish gunboats were at anchor 
nearby. The“ American activity,’ as it was termed, 
was greatly admired. 

AN 8-inch rifled gun, intended for the Boston, has 
been sent to Annapolis for trial. Another gun of 
the same calibre, two 12-inch rifles and several 6-in. 
guns—all to form part of the armament of the Bos- 
ton—are now ip process of manufacture at the Wash- 
ington Yard. It is boved that most of them can be 
finished with the funda at the disposal of the Bur- 
eau of Ordnance. It is not probable that anything 
ean be done towards arming the Chicago in the ab- 
sence of additional appropriations. 

ComMMODORE GHERARDI, of New York Navy-yard, 
has been notified that Secretary Whitney has av- 
cepted the resignation of Redfield Chandler, a son 
of Rear Admiral Chandler, who was employed as in- 
dex,clers at the Yard. Albert M. Kingsland a clerk 
in the Construction Dept. of the Navy-yard; John 
Van Wart, Chref Clerk in the Ord. Dept.; J. C. Teer, 
Chief Clerk in the Navigation Dept., and Chief 
Clerk Feote, of the Construction Dept., have been 
asked to resign on April 1. They areall old em- 
ployees. There is complaint among Naval officers 
that politics are more coutrolling than ever in the 
Brooklyn Yard. 

Tak reorganization of the Naval Department has 
led to several important recent changes at the 
British Admiraliy. Formerly the chief constructor 
not only designed the bulls of vessels but was re- 
sponsible for the putting on board the machinery, 
armament, and number of the crew. This bas been 
felt to be a blunder, and henceforth each Lord of 
the Admiralty will control that portion of the equip- 
ment of a man of war with which heis best ac 
quainted. The constructor will design the hulls, 
being more or less guided by the requirements of 
the sea lords of the board, to each of whom has been 
assigned a specified department of control. 


Tne arrangement recently made between the 
British Admiralty and the White Star Line in con- 
nection with the mail carrying contract, whereby 
the Government secures the employment of its 
steamers at “peace prices” in the emergency of war, 
is simply reverting to au old practice, introduced in 
eonnection with the Cunard Line 50 yearsago. The 
White Star owners engage to construct new vessels, 
specia'ly adapted for armed cruisers, the owners 
thereof to receive au annual subvention for carry- 
a the mails. Negotiations are said to be pending 
with the Cunard Liae looking to a similar arrange- 
ment. 


A CORRESPONDENT at Nassau, Bahama Islands, in- 
forms us that Mr. Boulanger, an engineer on the 
Panama Canal, arrived at Nassau to recruit laborers 
for thecanal. 200 answered the call, but the govern- 
ment frightened them, by warning them not to goto 
such a deadly quarter. A steamer came for them last 
month, 50 went op board, got paid in advance, $30 
each; 30swam away with the money. The steamer 
was anchored at the bar; nothing was done. Mr. 
Boulanger tried litigation, The Government Police 
Magistrate laughed at the sport, so the captain had, 
without the men or money or satisfaction, to steam 
away. 

SECRETARY WHITNEY thinks it mu 
to build one of the dou le bottomed armored vee- 
sels of about 6,000 tons at the Brooklyn yard. He 
has accordingly instructed Chief Gonstructor Wilson 
to ascertain without delay what preparatory orders 
™ay be necessary for laying the keel blocking, 
clearing out the ship house where the Colossus was 
built, and the other expenses to get the yard ready 
to build the armored ship. Congress made an ap- 
propriation of $150,000 for the purchase of the neces- 
sary tools. A detailed statement will also be called 
for as to what ‘tools will have to be purchased to 
— the shipbuilding outfit and proceed wiih 

e work, 


Mr. Coarves G. Lunpsonre has begun suit against 
the United States, in the Court of Claims, for $25,000. 
Mr, Lundborg alleges that, although bis designs and 
specifications were ruled out from competition on 
account of their alleged novelty and indirect viola- 
tion of the terms of the advertisement calling for 
plans fora 5,000 ton cruiser, be has reason to believe 
that suggestions from said designs and specifications 
are being used in parts of vessels now being von- 
structed under uhe direction of the Navy Depart- 
ment. Healso asserts that he has made amicable 
demand for the return of the plans and spevifica- 
tions and for payment therefor, but without avail. 


THE commission of naval officers to select sites for 
the docks appropriated for by Copgress during the 
recent session will soon be designated. It is the in- 
tention of the Navy Department to locate one of 
the docks at New York and the otber at Norfolk, 
and the commission, after due delideration, will 
doubtless make a recommendation to that effect. 
( ommodore Harmony thinks that the best interests 
of the Service demand that both of the docks be 
located at Norfolk. At New York there are many 
great private docks which could be utilized in time 
of war. At Norfolk there is but the one Govern- 
ment dock. Norfolk is considered to be especially 
adapted for the repairing of shipsin time of war. 
It is more easily defended than any other seaport 
town, and besides affords every facility for the pro- 
curing of material and labor. The political pressure 
brought to bear upon the Department will prevent 
“— Placing of both docks at Norfolk.

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THE NAVAL WAR COLLEGE. 


REAR ADMIRAL Lvog, U. 8. N., calls attention to 
the fact that while Congress has provided the Army 
with four schools of application for advanced 
courses of instruction—the new cavalry school at 
Fort Riley, the artillery school at Fort Monroe, the 
infantry school at Fort Leavenworth, and the Wil- 
let's Point School of Engineers—it turned its cold 
shoulder to the Navy in the matter of appropria- 
tions for ite single school at Newport. Of the bill 
appropriating $200,000 for the cavalry school the 
Admiral says: * lt is true that the bill was fully dis- 
cussed during the first session last summer, but the 

rompt action of the Houses in takingit up and pass- 
ng it is deserving of all commendation. Excepting 
the opposition of W.S. Holman, of Indiana, there 
was a total absence of the obstructive tactics that 
mark the discussions of naval affairs. No ooe op- 

the cavalry schoo! on the ground that it ought 

be at West Point, and no one suggested that it 
ought to be in one of our harbors or on board ship. 
And yet such propositions would have been just as 
aonaiéle as some of those made last session to place 
the War College ut Annapolis or away from the 
seaboard. The college has proved such a success 
that its place in our system of naval training is no 
longer an open question. Admiral Porter gives 
emphatic commendation to the course pursued 
there, and recommends its further development by 
the employment of suitable vessels for practical 
exercises. The importance of the work to be done 
by the college can bardly be overestimated. Addi- 
tional courses of lectures are now in preparation for 
the coming year epon other subjects bearing directly 
upon the art of war and embodying those results of 
recent investigation which are inaccessible to the ser- 
vice in general. As opportunity offers, applications 
from officers for permission to attend the college 
course will be granted, and it is hoped that in time 
its sco may be gradually enlarged, in the direc- 
tion of practical training with moderm ships and 
modern guns, as far as the resources of the servive 
will permit.” It is found that Congress made the 
full appropriation called for by the Naval War Col- 
lege, but the sum asked for to be used in repairs and 
extension of buildings was sammarily stricken out. 








PURCHASING FOREIGN PLANS FOR VESSELS. 


In astatetoent furnished to the press Secretary 
Whitney says: ‘1 decided to purchase the working 
drawivgs of the Naniwa-Kan and her machinery. 
While the matter was being nezotiated, the Arm- 
strongs made a still later design, which is called No. 
27, which they offered in competition to the Spanish 
Government, from which they guaranteed either 
nineteen or nineteen and a half knots speed, the 
vessel being somewhat larger than the Naniwa-Kan. 
This design was not rejected by the Spanish Gov- 
ernment, although in the competition it did not wip. 
Tbe Thompsons, having agreed to guarantee tweaty 
knots speed upon a boat of larger displacement, 
were given the vontract and are now building the 
boat for the Spanish Government. The boat which 
the Thompsons: proposed to the Spanish Govern- 
ment was out of the question for us, because it was 
too large in tonnage and too expensive to come 
within the limits fixed by the statutes, and ‘ should 
not buve bought the plans of that boat even at the 
same price. They were offered to usat the price of $50,- 
000, which offer I rejected, preferrivg the designs of 
the Armstrongs and Mr. White. 

“{ finally closed the contract for the plans of the 
two boats—the Nantwa-Kan—and what is known as 
No. 27, for $35.000—less than it wonld have cost to 
make them with our own men,ithiok. it was for 
the purpose of laying before our people the very 
latest improvements in the way of u fast cruiser of 
the concern supposed to be the best in the world 
among private shipbuilders of this class of boats, 
The machinery of the Nantwa-Kan was the design 
of the Hawthornes, and that of No. 27 the design of 
Messrs. Humphreys and Tennant, concerns recog- 
pized as ranking with the highest in England in the 
way of marine machiuery. ; 

‘Many of the arrangements of the ships have beep 
changed, conforming them to our types, but the 
machinery will be duplicated in two of those that 
are now under contract. The effect has been, in my 
judgment, to call the attention of our own people 
io the fact that we havenot kept up to the proper 
standard inthe way of producing power for ma- 
chivery. 

*In thecase of the Boston and Atlanta, the guar- 
avtee of the contractor was that with 664 tons of 
machinery, he will produce 3,500 horse power. The 

uarantee of the contractor who is pe gp the 

aniwa-Kan's machinery is that with 710 tons be 
will produce 7,000 horse power, and in the case of 
Cruiser No. 3, also foreign machinery, the guaran- 
tee is that with 900 tons, 9.000 horse power sball be 
produced. It will be seen that the effectiveness of 
the machinery in producing boree power is nearly 
twice that required by the contract upon the 
Boston and Atianta. In these latter cases, one ton 
of machinery 1s guaranteed to produce a little over 
five horse power, and in the cases of Cruisers Nos. 2 
and 8, a ton is guaranteed to produce nearly ten 
horse power per ton. All this, it will be seen, is 
stimulating to our own people and in the end they 
will probably succeed in doing as well, or better, 
than these results show.”

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NEW ARMY POSTs. 


THE liberal appropriations made by Congress at 
the last session for enlargement and improve- 
ments of military posts will furnish plenty of 
work for officers of the Quartermaster Depart- 
ment and others who have to do with such matters. 
Over a half million dollars has been made available 
for tte purpose. Of this sum $200,000 goes for the 
construction of quarters, barracks, stables, etc., at 
the Fort Riley Cavalry and Artillery School; $30,000 
to complete the quarters and barracks at Fort D. A. 
Russell; $55,000 for completion of quarters and 
barracks at Fort Robinson; $100,000 to commence 
work of constructing building, quarters, etc., at 
Denver, Col., and $200,000 ‘‘for the construction of 
buildings at and the enlargement of such military 
posts as in the judgment of the Secretary of War 
may be necessary.” 

The preliminary steps toward carrying out the 
authorized improvements are now being taken. The 
Lieut.-General, accompanied by the Inspector-Gen- 
eral and Col. M. V. Sheridan, left Washington on 
Wednesdey night for the West on business in con- 
nection with the improvements of the more import- 
ant posts. They will first go, via Chicago, to 
Fort Russell, Wyoming, where they will arrange 
for the final completion of the quarters and 
barracks, and will thence proceed to Denver, Col., 
to select a site for the 10 company military post 
provided for. The law requires that the selection 
shall be made by the Lieut.-General. He made an 
informal inspection of several sites tendered by the 
city of Denver last autumn, but several others have 
since been tendered and it is his intention to look 
them all over before arriving at adecision. The 
amount appropriatel for the construction of new 
buildings at this post will, it is believed, be nearly 
sufficient to put the entire ten companies under 
cover, and if there is no delay in ac yuiring a title 
to the site work can be commenced in a few months 
and the post established there within the next year. 
zx After leaving Denver the Lieut,-Genera] and his 





party will proceed to Fort Riley. Here they meet 
Maj. Edward B. Williston, 3d Art., who was ordered 
this week to take charge of the erection of the light 
battery quarters at this post, and who will join 
them in the selection of sites for the new quarters. 
The party are due there on the 24th inst. 

The appropriation of $200,000 for the Cavalry and 
Artillery School at Fort Riley, the Lieut.-General 
believes, will be sufficient to complete and put the 
school in condition to proceed with the object for 
which it was authorized. It is understood that 
Maj. Williston will have charge of the light battery 
branch of the post when completed. 








ADJUTANT-GENERAL’S DEPARTMENT. 


THE Adjutant-General ot the Army, it is ander- 
stood, will have a number of changes in stations of 
Assistant Adjutant-General to recommend to the 
Secretary of War upon his return to Washington, 
March 19th. It is not known just what names are 
contained on the slate, but it is presumed that 
General Drum will carry out his idea, as expressed 
in a communication to Congress in connection with 
the bill for the reorganization of his corps, of as- 
signing one Lieutenant: Colonel to the headquarters 
of each of the departwents. If this plan is to pre- 
vail it will be in order for Lieutenant-Colonels 
GREENE and Woop, who are now stationed in Wash- 
ington, to take station at department headquarters, 
relieving two of the six majors, who, according to 
the terms upon which the new law was based, are 
‘available for assignment to duty in the office of 
the Adjutant General, and at such division and de- 
partment headquarters as the imperative demands 
of the service may require.” Lieutenant-Colonel 
GREENE, if relieved from duty in the Adjutant- 
General’s office, will, it is supposed, be assigned to 
the Department of Missouri (Fort Leavenworth), 
relieving Major JAMEs P. MARTIN, who is next on 
the list for a tour of duty in Washington. To as- 
sign Lieutenant-Colonel Woop to a department will 
necessitate the relief of another major, and as Major 
Warp is shortly to be relieved from duty in Wash- 
ington, seyeral other changes will have to be made 
before the rearrangement is effected. Owing to the 
low state of the mileage and transportation’s fund 
it is probable that none of the contemplated changes 
will take effect before July ist, although they will 
hkely be announced before that time.

Five pay accounts of the late Lieutenant Powe LL, 
of the Signal Corps, for the month of February have 
been received at the Pay Department. Four of 
these are, of course, fraudulent, but the Depart- 
ment finds i‘self in a quandary as to which one of 
the five shall be paid. They were presented by 
separate parties, each of whom ifisists that tbey 
hold the proper voucher. The accounting officers of 
the Treasury will probably be called upon to settle 
the embarrassing question. It is said that Lieut. 
SHaw, the much-paid Army officer, who is shortly 
to be dropped from the rolls as a deserter, received 
money from various brokers on sixteen sets of pay 
accounts, in addition to the seven fraudulent re- 
ceipts honored by the Pay Department. Lieutenant 
James H. G. Witcox, 7th Cavalry, has been re- 
ported to the War Department for absence from his 
station (Fort Keogh) without leave and for dupli- 
cating his pay accounts. Only one of the accounts 
was paid by the Pay Department, but another «for 
the same month was received by the Paymaster, 
Lieutenant-Colonel JonNson, a few monients after 
the first had been paid. This fact was announced 
to General RuGeEr, the department commander, who 
reported that Witcox could not be found; but he 
has.since been arrested at St. Louis, and will be sent 
to Fort Snelling for trial, 
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Berore putting the act authorizing the organiza- 
tion of a Hospital Stewards’ Corps into effect, 
Surgeon-General Moore has determined to get 
opinions and suggestions of all the medical officers 
of the Army as to the best method of organization. 
Iq order to accomplish this he has in course of 
preparation a circular letter, which he will shortly 
send out, requesting replies to a number of ques- 
tions propounded. These relate to the manner in 
which enlistmeuts to the new corps should be 
made, whether directly to the corps from civil life 
or from one or two-year recruits who have gone 
through the disciplinary process, and as to whether 
the cooks and nurses should not have some specia] 
training before being enlisted for hospital duty. 
After all the replies to the circular have been re- 
ceived, General Moore says he will probably con- 
vene a board to consider the suggestions that may 
be received and to compile a set of regulations for 
the management of, and appointments and promo- 
tions in, the new corps.

Lieut. R. M. G. Brown of the Navy offers his 
brother officers some excellent advice, in a letter 
which appears elsewhere, on the subject of unity 
of action in support of measures for the benefit of 
the service. Congress is showing an excellent dis- 
position towards the naval branch of’the military 
service and it will be their own fault if they do not 
secure what they may in reason ask. It only needs 
that they unite in preparing their requests and not 
confuse the minds of our legislators with conflicting 
schemes. 





A RECENTLY discharged non-commissioned officer 
of long service and experience says in a recent letter 
to the Baltimore Sun : 


The stain which tarnishes so much of the Army’s brilliant 
merit is the old fogy, senseless, and unfair method of paying 
the troops. Of all departments of the Army the Pay De- 
partment has remained the most stationary, inflexible, and 
unimproved. The Navy and Murine Corps are not afflicted 
witb such a monstrous burlesque and perversion of business 
capacity as is apparent in the methods of the Army Pay 
Corps. In the Marines there is but one paymenser. who pays 
monthly, andis regular and prompt in his disbursements. 
whether the troops are on the Pacific coast or in the ports of 
the lakes, gulf or Atlantic. The strength of the corps is 
2,400 men, and detached at nearly a score of stations, Let 
some measure (he concludes) be taken to insure this simple 
act of justice to the nation’s soldiers—a prompt and regular 
payment of their wages when due. Many officers who have 

he true interests and welfare of their men at heart, from 
company communder to those in high authority, bave re- 
peatedly urged this. 


Slowly but surely since the war has improvement 
taken place in matters connected with the interior 
economy of the Army, and it is reasonable to sup- 
pose that before long the present system of payment 
of troops will be abolishe: and a new system intro- 
duced which shall be more in accord with modern 
requirements. Nothing short of weekly payments 
will satisfy the JouRNAL. 


THE correspondent of the New York Sun has ob- 
tained from Secretary ENpicotr at Boston, a state- 
ment of the difficulty with the Surgeon-General’s 
Office, which accords with what we ‘reported last 
week. The report says : 


Mr. Endicott said he has not offered his resignation as a 
member of President Cleveland’s Cabinet. There has been 
no misunderstanding between the Secretary and the Presi- 
dent. There has been no occasion for a misunderstanding, 
and their relations to-day are as harmonious and pleasant 
as they ever were. What has really happened is merely that 
a number of inefficient and unfaithful officials in the Sur- 
gees General's Department have been removed in the in- 

erest of the public service. 

The Secretary recommended Dr. Baxter for promotion to 
the office of Surgeun-General both because he believed that 
Dr. Baxter was competent to discharge its duties, and bg. 
cause Dr. Baxter was the next officer in order ef seniorify. 
Dr. Baxter did not receive the appointment on account of 
the bitter opposition which proceeded from those members

Dr. Greevieaf was appointed be- 
cause of his eminent fitness for the position, a fitness which 
was ascertained after a long and careful personal examina- 
tion of his record on the part of the Seerctary. 








ln the recent Zimmerman habeas corpus case at 
San Francisco, to which we referred last week, 
Judge Ward McAllister claimed that, by the 1(3d 
Article of War, the military statute of limitations 
protected a deserter from punishment after two 
years. He admitted that a Court-martial bas the 
power to bring a deserter to tria! after any number 
of years, but contended that if at the trial the Cour t- 
martia! disregard the plea of the statute uf lmita- 
tions, when offered, the Court-martial would be 
guilty of a wilful and deliberate violation of the 
law. Colonel Burnham, Deputy Judge-Advocate- 
General, U. S. A., contended on behalf of the mili- 
tary authorities that the civil courts bad no juris- 
diction whatever in the matter, and that as 
Zimmerman was held for trial before a military 
court, the Court-martial was supreme within its 
jurisdiction. The prisoner was remanded, as stated 
last week, to the custody of the military authorities, 
but the judge intimated in strong language that if 
the Court-martial proceeds and follows the order of 
the Secretary of War to disregard the statute of 
limitations, it would do so in plain violation of the 
law of the land, which bas fixed a har for the prose- 
cution of every crime save murder. The court also 
expressed a wish that the case should be taken to 
the U. 8S. Supreme Court. 








Tue 26th of Febrnary was the thirty-fifth anni- 
versary of the loss of the English troop ship Birk- 
enhead, with 454 souls. As the ship went down the 
British soldiers and sailors on board, doomed to 
their fate, stood on her deck orderly and compos- 
edly as on purade, and with three cheers for their 
Queen and country a compact and gallant band 
went toa glorious death. When the King of Prussia 
heard the story he thought rightly that no better 
lesson of the true value of discipline could well be 
inculeated on a soldier. The account wus trans, 
lated into German, and by order of the King the 
glorious story was read on parade atthe head of 
every regiment in the Prussian Army. The United 
Service Gazette improves the occasion ef this anni- 
versury to say: **We feelaconscious but melan- 
choly pride in reading of the wreck of the Birken- 
head. Our troops may not be fairly treated. They 
are supplied with guns that burst, cartridges that 
jam, bayonets that double up, and swords that fly 
like match wood; but the sterling * stuff’ is behind 
these worthless weapons, and our men bave en- 
graven ou their hearts, ‘ England expects every man 
will do his duty.’”’ 








In addition to the medical lectures delivered at 
Governor's Island, N. Y., we are informed that lec- 
tures to officers and enlisted men on medical sub- 
jects of a practical nature bave been delivered by 
the following medicul officers at their respective 
forts, viz.: Surgeon Gardimer, Fort McHenry; As- 
sistant Surgeon Arthur, Fort Niagara; Assistant 
Surgeon Havard, Fort Wadsworth; Assistant Sur- 
geon Davis, Fort Porter. . 








Tue 3d Hussars of the Eaglish Army seem to have 
been haring a field day in the crowded streets ef 
Manchester. Au officer of that regiment, Lieuten- 
ant Francis Forester, was fined twenty-one shillings 
and costs in the police court of that borough for 
rupniog away with 2 cab and driving furiously 
through the streets with four of his friends inside, 
including the Honorable Reginald Fitz William, a 
fifth on the box with Forester, and the legitimate 
driver of the vebicle clinging frantically to the axle. 
Incidental to and explanatory of this charge against 
the gallant »ussar was that of drunkenness. An- 
other officer of the same regiment, Lieutenant 
Byron, was compelled to make “‘a humble apology" 
for an “ unintentional assault upon a policeman.” 








THE Admiralty Gazette says: *‘ While we are the- 
orising and experimenting on torpedoes, the Ital- 
ians, grasping the fact of the necessity for increased 
speed and explosive charge, have torpedoes capable 
of deve:oping a speed of 27 knots at 400 yards and 
20 knots at 800 yards, and carry acharge of 220 lbs. 
of gun cotton. This is a higher speed than that 
attained by any ‘ Whitehead,’ this pattern being 
slightly longer but of the same diameter as our 16- 
inch Woolwich torpedoes. Italy’s new Navy is de- 
veloping its power in a remarkable manner, and we 
are afraid our best talent is hampered too much by 
official routine to enable the country to profit by 
what it undoubtedly possesses—true genius.”’ 

THE marching capabilities of the different Euro- 
pean armies are stated as follows: The length of 
each step of a Russian soldier, according to regula- 











tions, is 71 centimetres; the German, 80; the French, 
Austrian, Italian, Belgian, Swedish, and Swiss, 75, 


an average of about 234 inches. The Italian soldier 
does 120stepsin a minute; the French from 112 to 
116; the German, 115; the Austrian, 118, and the 
Belgian, 110. An Italian regiment marches at the 
rate of 90 metres in the minute; a German regiment, 
89; an English, 88, and a French, 86. 


THE Bureau of [Indian Schools bas recently been 
informed by an Indian agent in one of the Terri- 
tories, that a short time previous several Indian 
boys who had been attending the school at Carlisle, 
Pa., bad returned to the reservation, and were anxi- 
ous to find employment in the hue of their education, 
but the agent had none to offer them. Their know- 
ledge of mathematics could not be utilized as book- 
keepers, for there were no books for them to keep 
Their knowledge of the mechanical arts was useless 
to them, for, excepting the agent and bis assistants, 
every other person witbin a radius of 500 miles was 
an ignorant, improvident [ndian, supported by tLe 
bounty of the Government. Finally, the agent of- 
fered the young men $l1a day and their board to 
fell trees in the forest. They said the work would 
ruin their bands and, besides, they added, the nature 
of the employment was degrading. In his despera~ 
tion the agent wrote the bureau, asking what course 
he should pursue in the matter. The experience of 
this agent illustrates the difficulties in the way of 
improving the condition of the Indians, and ex- 
plains the difference of opinion among Army officers 
as tothe wisdom of the educational schemes thus 
far undertaken. They are good, so far as they go, 
but they should go further in order to justify them- 
selves. Happiness is in adaptation to one’s environ- 
ment, and if we are to give the Indian youth a new 
education we must give them a new environment. 
It is very questionable how much is gained by edu- 
cating any one outof sympathy with the circum- 
stances that must control his life. To give Indian 
youth acivilizing education and then return them 
to the conditions of barbarism is as great a mistake 
as it would be to return the children rescued from 
the New York slums to their squalid homes after 
they had grown to maturity in the families of their 
adoption. 








COMMENTING on the sad death of Lieut. Mott, the 
N. Y. Times says: * It is rather strange that with 
more than 2,000 commissioned officersin the active 
Army, of whom hundreds have had yeara of expe- 
rience in dealing with Indians, besides being pos- 
sessed of those general advantages supposed to 
come with maturer years, a fresh graduute having, 
according to the last register, a lineal rank of No- 
116 out of the 118 cavalry 2d lieutenants, should be 
seized upou for imporiant duties at this agency. 
Since knuwledge of Iodian methods burdly comes 
by instinct, and since an outbreak of Arizona 
Apaches habitually entails a massacre of settlers, be- 
sides enormous toil and expense for the troops, it 
would seem desirable in general to get the benefit of 
the longest experience and the most exceptional 
taet available in every officer assigned to deal with 
them, even in a subordinate capacity. When Ger- 
onimo broke away from his reservation the last 
time on bis horrible course of butchery, he escaped 
from the charge of a 2d lieutenant of cavalry. 
Young Mott’s ability to perform the ordinary func- 
tions required of him as assistant to Capt. Pierce at 
San Carlos did not save him from being the victim 
of a sudden quarrel with one of these Indians." 








In an article on “ Repeating Rifies,"’ the London 
Daily News, after dealing with fire tactics, and 
showing the vital importance of baving a known 
number of shots always available fur the cntical 
moment ofa battle, says: “It follows almost asa 
necessity, then, that a fixed maguzine should net be 
adopted, or, at any rate, that it should be supple- 
mented by an attachable chamber, so that the offi- 
cerincommand of a battalion or company might 
know exactly how many sbots per man he had to 
depend upon at a given moment. A theoretically 
perfect repeater would beone capable of discharging 
three or four shots at any time without reloading 
between each round, and an additional six or eight 
shots from an attachable magazine. There is some 
hope that a weapon of this kind may be adopted for 
British Infantry.” 








Tue Naval Academy examinations for the admis- 
sion of candilates begin on May 16. It is expected 
that 100 applicants will compete for admission. The 
President has two appointments for this year, and 
will announce his selections shortly. He has stated 
thac all of his appointments will be given to the 
sons of Army or Navy officers, and toa member of 
Congress who asked for one of them in behalf ofa 
protégé, the President revently said that he would 
make no exception to the determination he reached 
early in the administration. The Military Academy 
examinations for admission begin June 16. There 
have been already designated 107 candidates, leay- 
ing 40 yet to be named. The President has made 16 
appointments to the Naval Academy sipce hjs in- 





auguration. Eight of these have either resigned or 
been dismissed or dropped, 
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A PARLIAMENTARY paper was issued March 4 
showing the numbers, description, name of de- 
signer, place of manufacture and position at the 
time of the rifled iron and steel guns that have burst 
or been temporarily disabled through defective con- 
struction or from other causes in the land and nava} 
services of England jfrom 1875-76 to 1885 86. During 
that period 19 muzzle-loaders, manufactured at the 
Royal Gun Factories, including four 9-pounders, 
five 64-pounders, two 2.5in., four 9 in., and one 10 
in., 11 in., 12 in., and 16 iu. respeetively, and 12 
breech-loaders, manufactured seven at the Royal 
Gun Factories and five at Elswick, including one 9- 
pounder, two 12-pounders, three 30-pounders, three 
40-pounders, one 7 in., one 6 in., and one 12in. respec- 
tively, have come to grief. Seventeen out of the 
total of 31 were injured on board ship, the rest 
ashore; svven of the smaller pieces in India. 








Or Mr. Wm. P. Hunt’s letter to the N. Y. Herald, 
the Army and Navy Gaeette says: ‘*We bappon to 
know that six 12-in. rifles bave failed within a year 
on two of the best ships in the British Navy, and on 
the strength of this libel, wants to have the guns 
built of ‘ cast-iron.’ Of course, seeing that he is the 
president, or as we should say, chairman of the 
Board of Directors of an [Iron Company, it is not 
surprising that he thinks ‘there’s nothing hke 
leather;’ but be should not make out British guns 
to be woise than they are. for all that.” 








La France Militaire bas undertaken the shameless 
task of defending the violation of a parole of honor 
by a soldier when given to an enemy, a painful in- 
stance of such breach of faith having occurred dur- 
ing the Franco-Prussian war. It argues that ‘‘a sol- 
dier, no matter what his grade, can alienate his 
liberty and accept a moral obligation not to fight 
without ceasing to be a faithful servant of his coun- 
try.” lt would soon be found by any Army acting 
upon this principle that these captured soldiers would 
cease to be servants of their country—faithful or 
otherwise—for giving quarter would become an ob- 
solete institution, so faras they were concerned. 








A soLprer of (o. E, 14th Infantry, has been dis- 
honorably discharged and sent to prison for two 
years for having, in addition to sundry other of- 
fences, used mineral oil in kindling a firein a rtuve 
in a washroom at Vancouver Barracks, notwith- 
stauding positive orders against such a practice. 
The unanimous verdict is ** zerved him right.” Fires 
ata military post are no joke and are liable to en- 
tail much sufferiug and much personal as well as 
public loss. If some of the servant girls throughout 
the country could be subjected to similar discipline 
it would be to the advantage of the Insurance Com- 
panies, though it might reduce the fees of the 
coroners. 








Tae Duke of Cambridge, Commander-in-chief of 
the British Army, in a receut report as to the Na- 
tional Rifle Association of Great Britain, said: 
* From changes iu the conditiovs of shooting, it was 
not possible to compare accurately the merit of 
shooting in 1886 with the previous year, but there 
was no doubt that 1t compared favorably with that 
of 1885. The entries last year, 40,568, showed ‘an in- 
crease of 1,475 over 1885, in spite of the unfavorable 
weather.”’ One of the members present, 10 moving 
the adoption of the report, reuewed an application 
he has often made for a screw wind-gauge of the 
American pattern being allowed ‘for M. B. L. rifles. 
He advised the council to permit the use of tele- 
scope sights as of prospective, military value, and 
urged that competitors with the revolver should be 
allowed to use their own weapons and ammunition.

DECISIONS BY THE SECOND COMPTROLLER. 


THE Second Comptroller in his decision upon the 
claim of Patrick 1D. Staek, late; private, Co. A, 8th 
Inf., for extra duty pay, says: 

1t bas been repeatedly held by the accounting officers that 
a non-commissioned officer or soldier, after discharge, can 
lawfully assign his pay. Section 1291 of the Revised Stat- 
utes impliedly confers such authority and has always been 
so construed. It was so held by this office In Settlement No. 
48, 291, confirmed Feb. 3, 1886, case of L. F. Demorest, ser- 
geant, Co. C, bth U. 8. Cavalry, where a eettlement in favor 
ef Lieut. Edwin P. Andrus, upon an assigned pay account, 
wasmade. Paragraph 1664 of the Army Rexulations, cited 
by the Commissary-General, does not in any wise conflict 
this rule, That | a ae merely prohibits payment of a 
claim or account presented through agents or collectors, 
except on a regular power of atturney, which instrument 
must accompany the account, and does not prohibit pay- 
ment to the assignee of a soldier’s pay where an assignment 

been made after the discharge of theseldier.” .. . 
“It is well settled that where a party, by mistake, signs his 
nawe in the wrong place to an instrument, but it appears 
that he intended thereby to execute the instrument, it will 
be deemed to be duly executed.” 

The Second Comptroller has reaffirmed his decision 
upon the settlement of the accounts of Capt. Eb- 
stein, 21st Inf., and Lieut. Reynolds, 14th lnf., as ac- 
ting commissaries of subsistence. The re-exumina- 
tion of the case was made upon the request of the 
Secretary of War. He says that Loards of survey 
cannot decide anything with reference to the liabil- 
ity of the officer; they are organized simply for the 
purp ze of causing an investigation to be made into 
the circumstances attending the loss and evidence 
to be taken and reported which can be presented to 
the accounting officer as a voucher, but it remaius 
for these officers to decide whether the facts so re- 
ported are sufficient in law to authorizea credit 
for tbe funds or property lost or destroyed. 

In the matter of the claim of 2d Lieut. Geo. Bar- 
nett, U. S. M. C., for mileage, the Comptroller says: 

“ Oct. 8, 1884, the claimant was attacbed to the U.S.S. 
Pinta at Sitka, Alaska, and was ordered by his commending 
efficer, Lieut.-Comdr. H.E. Nichols, to proceed to Mare Island, 
Cal., by the next steamer Jeaving the port, assuming charge of 
Thomas C. Gallagher, a private of marines who had been 
condemned by a board of medical survey for mental de- 
rangement and physical Govan. and on bis arrival at Mare 
Island report to Commodore J. H. Russell, U. 8. N., com- 
mandant, and transier the patient as he may direct, on com- 
pletion of this duty return immediately.” 

Asst. Paymr. E. B. Webster furnished transporta- 
tion amounting to $142 upon the return of the claim- 
ant, to Sitka, Dec 15, 1884. The Comptroller con- 
eludes: 

“T think it must be assumed that the officer iu issuing the 
order had the right to determine whether it was for the pub- 
lic interest to turnish the claimant with transportation, in 
lieu of mileage, and having exercised that right and ordered 
the transportation forthe entire distance at the expense of 
the United States: and the appropriation for the support of 
the Marine Corps having been charged with the expenditures 
in the settlement of the paymasters’ accvunts and the claim 
should be disallowed.”’ 

The Comptroller has allowed the claim of Francis 
E. Patterson, Ist Art., for $75 extra duty pay for ser- 
vice in the Mexican War. 








WORK TO BE RESUMED ON THE CRUISERS. 


SECRETARY WHITNEY, March 15, addressed the fol 
lowing communication to Chief Constructor Wilson: 

Referring to the Department's letter of March 10, which 
directed the suspension of work under the Bureau of Con- 
struction and Repair, in completing the hulls of the Ohi % 
Boston, and Atlanta, such pension being c: d by the 
fact that the special appropriation for that purpose was vir- 
tually exhausted, I have to inform you that the Department 
is advised by the Attornev-Gene: that the available bal- 
ance of the general appropriations under the respective 
heads of Bureau of Construction and Repair and Bureau of 
Steam “Engineering can be lawfully applied and used in 
completing the nulls end machinery of said vessels, provided 
the total expenditure shall not exceed the total estimated 
cost of eaid hulls. and machinery, as reported by the Naval 
Advisory Board under date of Dec. 20, 1882. In view of the 
opinion above referred to, you are authorized and directed 
to cause the immediate resumption of the work on these 
vessels which was suspended under the Department's in- 
structions, subject, however, to the limitation that the total 
expenditure under the Bureau of Construction and Repair 
shall not apes the estimates of the Advisory Board relat- 
ing to hulls. You are further authorized to furnish Pay- 
master George H. Griffin with such further instructions as 
may be necessary to enable him to make the necessary dis- 
bursements in the prem: 

Immediately upon receiving the above communi- 
eation Chief Constructor Wilson sent the following 
telegram to Naval Constructor Steele, at Chester, Pa.: 

By direction of the Department you will proceed with the 
work on the Chicago. ymaster Griffin will be notified as 
to what appropriations he will draw on for necessary funds. 

The Chief Constructor feels confident that he will 
be able to complete thecruisers within the estimates. 

Work is progressing on the Chicago, which i: be- 
hind the others. The engines are practically finished, 
and but little construction work remains. She will 
be removed from Chester to New York next week.

AUSTRIA'S NEW RIFLES. 


THE great arms factory at Steyr bas raised the 
number of its workmen irom 900 to 4,000, and they 
are working day and night at the manufacture of 
the Maunlicher repeating rifle. A first distribution 
of these is to be made in April, and it is stated that 
it will require about two inonths to exercise the 
troops in the use of them. Asa set-off to this news, 
1 may state thata very rapid transformation of Rus- 
sinn Berdan rifles into pens is being made by 
means of an ingenious litile apparatus which | hare 
seen, and which can beadapted to the Berdan, Win- 
chester, Gras and some other rifles, but not to the 
Martini-Henry orto the Austrian Werndl. I need 
not give the inventor’s name, but a description of 
his contrivance has been sent to the British Govern- 
ment by Major-Gen. Keith -Fraser, our ever active 
and vigilant military attaché. The apparatus cau 
be fixed on the rifle in less than 10 minutes. It has 
a magazine for three cirtridges, and can be fitted 
witb a metal case holding five others, so that, count- 
ing the first charge in the breech, nine sbots could 
be fired consecutively. The cost of the apparatus is 
about 5s. It can be loeked when not wanted, and 
an intelligent soldier would learn the use of it in a 
couple of hours. Tbe Russian Government bas got 
hold of this invention, or of one like it, for I learn 
from Odessa that rifles with a similar apparatus are 
now being generally used at drill in Russian Poland. 
When on drill the soldier removes the machine and 
carries it in a case at bis belt.

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INFANTRY ARMAMENT. 
Tv the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


In the preparation for war, now curried to the 
greatest possible extent in Continental Europe, we 
see those pations who feel the crisis to be most im- 
minently upon them, systematically and as rapidly 
as possible placing magazine guns in the hands of 
their soldiers. 

In this country, the birthplace and home of small 
arm improvement, our authurities, in keeping with 
the lethargic indifference with which the art of 
war in all its branches is treated, reject the waga- 
zine idea, and content themselves with tinkering 
on the minor details of the Springfield breechloader. 
England alone of Europear nations is neglecting the 
introduction of magazine arms; bu‘ unlike us she is 
constautly increasing the power and efficiency of 
her singie shot breechloader. A new model of this 
arm, called the Enfield-Martini, a yastly superior 
gun to that made fifteen or even five years agy, is 
now being placed in the hands of her treops.* The 
following table shows its comparison with the 
Springfield : 
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Either of these guns are accurate enough at any 
range when shot at a target at a known distance ; 
but as in war the desideratum 1s to bit men atalways 
uncertain, and often unknown, distances, that gun 
is preferable whose bullet travels nearest the sur- 
face of the earth; or, in other words, has the flattert 
trajectory. It will be seen by an examination of the 
above figures, that, as compared with the Spring- 
tield, the Ecficld-Martim bas by far the greatest ad- 
vantage. Both are single shot breecbloading rifles, 
and, with the exception of the Wernd], used in Aus- 
tria, the only ones used in any army in the world 
that are not bolt action guns. The most warlike 
nations, and those of the latest ‘war experience, all 
have bolt action guns. We may be right, but we 
have no experience wherewith to justify our eccen- 
tricities. 

Theammunition question was urged against the 
chauge from muzzle to breech-loader with much 
more animation und with vastly more reason than it 
ever can or will be against that to the magazine 
gun, for it was mach more radical and far reaching. 
The magazine gun can always be ured as a single- 
shot breech-loader, und the rounds capable of being 
“wasted by rapidity of fire,’ that 1s the stock in 
trade of the Rip Van Winkles who oppose the 
magazine system, never exceeds five to eight, the 
number usua'ly heldin the magazine. If the am- 
munition supply question is a true issue it is upon us 
now, andit would beas sensible to insist upon a 
return to muzzle loaders for that reason, as to rule 
out a magazine gun; for between five and eight of 
the fifty or sixty rounds a soldier carries into battle 
is the extreme number a soldier could fire too 
rapidly. There is probably no officer who would 
admit that he could not prevent his men from re- 
loading their magazines, even if he would admit he 
could not prevent them from using their gans with- 
out authority as magazine arme. 

ln the supreme moment of conflict, those with any 
battle experience know that these few rounds, 
capable of great rapidity of use, would certainly 
decide the day against a foe who had them not; and 
any American officer who dares to bint his inability 
to so control his men as to prevent the reservation, 
for such a crisis, of bis magazine rounds, lowers his 
capacity to the degree of showing himself unwortby 
of is callmg. Single-loading will do for many pur- 
poses, and on such occasions the magazine arm 
would be so used; but the soldier of the period must 
have a weapon capable of increasing his weight of 
fire when necessary, und be can be taught when and 
how to use this great power without wasting it. 

The conservatism tbat clings to officers in the 
matter of change of armumentis no pew thing. It 
took bundreds of years to enable gunpowder 
weapons to supersede the pike, the cross bow, and 
long bow, and the percussion cap was for along 
time scouted by the veteraus who were used to the 
tliat lock. The writer remembers that a petition 
was circulated in the Army of the Potomac in 1861, 
upon which * Mexican War Veteraus”’ figured ex- 
tensively, asking that smooth bore muskets with 
buck and ball cartridges be issued to all but the 
flank companies of regiments of infantry, for the 
reason that it was impossible to educate or train 
soldiers to the efficieut uce of so delicate and intri- 
cate an arm as the “ rifled inusket,” throwing but 
one bullet! 

This conservatism bas been encouraged and fed 
by the arms-makers of the Army. Their perfunc- 
tory deliberation bad evolved in sixty years the old 
Springfield muzzie-loader. Despite their rejection 
of Hall’s invention of tbe principle of interchang- 
ability of parts for some thirty years, they had by 
the adoption of the invention of Blanchard and 
other outside tool mventors, become able to grind 
out, in excellent form and finieb, with monotonous 
comfortand luxurious ease to themselves, a very 
serviceable arm. 

When the great uprising of 1861 occurred and the 
American mind was concentrated upon war and its 
implements, improvements in arms overwhelmed 
these perfunctory Government manufacturers, and 
the inventor was looked upon by them as an icouo- 
Clast of the most barbarous type. ‘Austrian rifles” 
and “ Belgian” and “ Enfield muskets” were pur- 
chased by the manufacturing and supply bureau, 
— placed in the hands of the voluuteers. Many of 
hese guns were more dangerous at the breech than 
at the muzzle; but they were useful, if for no other 
Purpose, to show that the Spriagfield was ** the best 
arm of the period;”’ until about the close of the

war none of the improved rapid-firing arms were 
allowed to reach the fighting men at the front. 

After the war the official inventors and manufac- 
turers brought forward nothing new of their own, 
and contented themselves with eulogizing the 
Springfield and condemning all other guns, until 
the Army, floding the rest of the world possessing 
breech-loaders, shook up its conservatism suffici- 
ently to demand that it should bave such au arm. 
The bureau of invention and supply, in its despera- 
tion perpetrated a larceny upon a score of inventors 
and produced the hybrid arm christened the Spring- 
field breech-loader. This child of its adoption has 
been taken to its breast, and nurtured witb an affec- 
tion rarely equalled by genuine paternity, and 
strangely inconsistent with the neglect and con- 
tempt ever shown the true parents of its foundling. 
It bas been good enough for the fighting men ever 
since, in Ordnance estimation, and every effort has 
been made, with great success, to keep the before- 
mentioned conservatism enlisted in its favor. Other 
breech-loaders were recommended by most able 
boards, after most exhaustive trials, but thearms to 
be tried must be made at the Springfield Armory, 
instead of by their srepstetece and inventors; thus 
manipulated the mington and Ward-Burton 
types of entirely different systems, were by a judici- 
ous fostering of the before: mentioned disinclination 
to change, forced to the wall. 

The present Chief of Ordnance, more far-sighted 
and lees hide bound than most of his officers, to his 
credit be it sgid, seeing the necessity of satisfying 
the wants 2 ideas of the Army, instead of the 
whims and prejudices of his corps, recognizing the 
inevitable advent of the magazine arm, bas done his 
share to find a satisfactory system. Twice have 
small numbers of arms of that description been 
placed in the hands of troops to be reported upon, 
and as often have the “ reports’ bevn adverse. This 
has been in spiteof the known fact that both the 
Lee and the Hotchkiss are vastly more simple in 
construction, more naturally manipulated, more 
easy to keep clean, and consist respectively of ten 
and 11 per centum less individual pieces or parts 
than the Springfield which is only a single shooter, 
and the additional fact for the Hotchkias, that iis 
barre), retaining the weight of the Springfleld, was 
four inches shorter, vastly decreasing its liability to 
be dented or sprung. witbout sensibly decreasing its 
ballistic power, and its ability to be completely dis- 
mounted without the aid of a screw driver or any 
other tool. Both these guns were capable of being 
fired as single loaders with much greater rapidity 
than the Springfield and with equal accuravy. 

The writer has witnessed both the above named 
trials in departments oeely separated. As far as 
bis observation went little interest in the gun was 
observed among the officers, and he doubts whether 
25 per centum of those to whose organizations the is- 
sues were made, could mount or dismount the guns, 
or explain the principles of their mechanism or op- 
eration.

It is reeommended that the Hotchkiss and Lee be 
again issued, to entire organizations (not the same 
ones as before had them); thut all other arms be 
taken from the companies, that they be required to 
use them daily, and make weekly reports, 9s was 
done when the Springfield was beg perfected, of 
all discovered defects vr accidents; that these reports 
be transmitted to the inventors or proprietors, and 
that they be permitted to provide and supply their 
remedies; that this be sees up for, at least, one 
year. Our word for it, 4 different ** report’’ will be 
obtained. The Department Commanders should be 
held responsible that due attention is paid to the 
business in hand by having the organizations fre- 
quently looked after by fearless and intelligent iu- 
spectors. *

Monaghan, of this 
borough, presented to the West Chester State Nor- 
mal School a valuable collection of historical letters 
which were at one time the proneryy of the late 
Gen. Persifer Frazer Smith, U. 8. Army. They 

assed from the General to his nephew, the late 

ou. P. Frazer Smith, and from him to his duugh- 
ter, Mrs. R. E. Monaghan. Among the most nota- 
ble of the collection isa letter from (Gen. Winfield 
Scott, and is as follows: 
AvaustA, Ga., May 27, 1836, 

DEAR GENERAL: I am bound for Chattahoochee to take 
upon myself the war against the Creeks. Would to God 
that you and your efficient corps were here to assist me in 
putting down this new enemy. 

Your obedient servant, W. Soorr. 

Another is from Gen. (then Lieut.) G. T. Beaure- 
gerd, and is dated Tacubaya, Aug. 25, 1847, in which 

e announces to Gen. Smith that he sends his report 
of the operations at Fort Raymond on the 19th and 
20th of the same month. There is another, which 
is from Gen. G. B. McClellan, then a Lieutenant of 
Engineers, in which he says: ‘Iam quite tired of 
civilization and am anxious to yo with you to Ore- 
gov. I take the liberty of asking if you would 
have any objection to take me.” 

There is also one from President Buchanan, in 
which be says, Juue 26, 1851: ** 1 have a favor to ask 
of you which I know you will grant if this be in 
your power. Lieut. Pleasanton, of the 2d Dragoons, 
is now stationed at Santa Fe. His mother,a woman 
whom | esteem as warmly as any other friend on 
earth, has recently died, and bas left a disconsolate 
family of two daughters who, in their affliction, are 
naturally anxious to see their brother. I think this 
presents a.case jn which Lieut. Pleasanton ought to

be indulged, not with a furlough, but with service 
somewhere in this quarter of the Union, which 
would enable him to see his aged and respected 
fatber and his sisters.

The next letter of interest is one from Jeffersor 
Davis when he was Secretary of War, aad in it be 
expresses himself as a great Union man.

The position of the insurgents,as shown by your letter 
and its inclosuros, is that of open rebellion against the laws 
and constitutional authorities, with such manifestations of

POINTING AND AIMING DRILL. 


Tere has been iesued from Headquarters at 
Omaha, for the information of the Departments, 
extracts frem Farrow's Encyclopedia showing 
the ‘great importance of pointing and aiming, 
and as practiced in foreign armies. While this in- 
formation is plainly and clearly iaid down in Col. 
Blunt's book of [Instructions in Rifle and Carbine 
Firing, yet it impresses itself so much more strongly 
upon us when we find the great attention paid to it 
in foreign armies. 

Germany.—The course of instruction is ten to 
eleven months. No extended interruption is al- 
lowed. Great importance is attached to the ability 
of each officer to correct errors in firing by | 
the rifle himself, and demonstrating the man, an 
not the piece, wasin error. Pointivg and aiming in 
barracks, in a!l its varieties, is carefully taught, and 
develops a taste for gallery practice, and amuses the 
men as well as inereasing their proficiency. Ranges 
are generally three to four miles away, to which de- 
tachments are marched, the officers being on the 
range seven hours a day. : 

France.—The same amount of attention is paid to 
early iustruction, and in addition the pulling of the 
trigger, but the soldier is well acquainted with the 
necessary force to discharge his piece. Greater 
attention is paid to estimating distances than in 
other armies, aud they consider it a necessary com- 
plement to accuracy of tire. 

Austria.—The same attention is given to early 
training, and in the field marcbing, and firing over 
dificult grounds and from behind trees and low 
shelters, etc. 

The above is only a synopsis of the valuable in- 
formation given in the circular, impressing, as it 
does, so much value upon the banidling of the rifle 
in barracks, aimiug, etc. This ic demonstrated by 
our militia, who give so much attention to gal'ery 
practice, and the few days on the range bringiug 
such good results. 

Col. Blunt, inspector of rifle practice, is to be 
credited with the writing of these articles. 








DISHONORABLE DISCHARGE, 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal 


REGARDING your position of March 5, regard- 
ing dishonorable discharge, I would say that this 
power has been a great boon to the Service, as meth- 
ods of punishment are now organized. Prima facie, 
I should suy that officers convected with the troops 
are better judges of it as an abuse than are the bu- 
reau officers who only consider the expense in the 
dollars, and bave no hourly proof of the loss and 
the clogging to the Service due to guard-house bum- 
mer. 

In time of pone nothing is better for it than get. 
ting rid of the discontented soldier. Can you rere 
oliect a soldier made contented by disciplininz? If 
he elects to show his discontent by pversistest mise 
conduct, and to accept Leavenworth rathe~ than 
desertiou to thus get out of the Army, he knows 
that he sacrifices two or three years of bis life. It is 
cheapest and best to accept his terms. Very, very 
few do this with such object. 

Many bad cases with little forethought come into 
service just to tide over an immediate necessity. 
These may be indifferent as to where they fetch up 
ultimately, but as garrison soldiers disciplining them 
is very costly and always a failure. One of them can 
kill the best laid working plans of a garrison for at 
least one day, with our present reduced force. 

Could they be corrected in a military prison as the 
original conception of Leavenworth was, we could 
probably cultureand bring up again their perverted 
manheod,. 

For the young who may not bave heard it, with 
your permission I will here state Gen. McDowell s 
plan of the military prison, as he explained it to me. 
Asto guards and walls it was to be much as the 
penitentiary system. The culprit was not tobe per- 
mitted to do any useful labcr or work. He was to 
bathe at least twice daily. When not engaged in 
gymuastics he was to carry cannon balls from one 
side of the parade to the other, piling them and 
breaking pile every minute of the working day. To 
relieve the monotony he was to be gyniuusticised 
twice daily. He was to be cooked and washed for 
outside. 

{t was contended that in six months at the farthest 
this would get all the whiskey out of a guavdbouse 
bird, would build up bis phvsique, brigbten his mind 
to the appreciation of the life of a free soldier, save 
several years of good service to the Army, turn him 
out at the end of bis enlistment a highly improved 
citizen, or fit him to re-enlist as a reliable soldier. 

No officer of the “Old Army,” L think, wishes a 
return to the fogy system of garrison convicts, boss- 
ing the sergeant of police, cutting and sawing wood 
in the back-yards, the delights of the servant maids, 
the recipients aud retailers of the domestic gossip 
from kitcben to kitcben. Wheu we used to try to 
rid ourselves of such the reply from Headquarters 
was “ Discipline, discipline bim!"’ This was the 
heighth of sarvasm and caused many an old captain 





to break the Third Commandment, ‘ Yes, the Gen. 
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eral knows that all legal means have been already 
used, and he would be the first to Court- martial me 
for using an illecal means of me eg ll So the 
nuisance had to be tolerated, and abject viclousness 
und worthlessness fed und cared for, asif it was a 
virtue. 

Logs is inevitable iu the Service, but I believe that 
the company officer is as economical of the means 

ven him as are bureau officers, and there is httle 

anger of bis wishing to get rid of a man till this 
bas proved himself to be a dead loss daily to the 
Service. 

The check on the Department Commander would 
appear tobe ample. If the repeated cases do not 
satisfy bim of the man's wortblessness, he will strike 
them out, and not send them before the court.

W. R. Hamilton, 5th U.S. Art., then read a 
eer on * The Agetesen of Upton’s Infantry 

‘acties to Modern Warfare.” 

After describing the conditions of the modern at- 
tack, Lieut. Hamilton said: 


Let uslook at the present Upton method of meetingit. His 
bdattle-lines are torined in double rank, reserves at proper dis- 
tances in rear. Advancing to within 3,000 yards of the 
evemy, certain regiments or companies are thrown out as 
skirmishers, and for the purpose of illustration we will take 
a single battalion. The Nos. ones of the front rank are 
advanced as the first line of skirmizhers, and are at intervals 
sufficiently great to cover the front of the battahon, and 
half the interval between it and the battalions on its flanks. 
The first lieutenant aad third sergeant of each odd company, 
accompany this line. After advancing a certain distance a 
s-cent line, consisting of the Nos. twos. is sent forward as a 
supporting hoe. Then a third line of the Nos. threes if ne- 
essary ard so op. It is thus possible to deploy eight suc- 
cessive lines, but in that case there is no battalion reserve 
left. These lines support each other by running forward to 
the tirst line, or by falling back one on the other. If checked 

_ by the enemy, the tirst line waits till it is reinforced by one 
or more lines in its rear, when it again advances. Now the 
first great objection to this system is, that the line or lines 
or portions of them. are not sufficiently under the com- 
mand of their officers to insure steadiness and control at the 
time it is most needed. When a cadet at West Point T have 
often seen the battalion march across the parade ground ip 
line, and though the color and general guides were in tront. 
and the ground there is as level asa floor and there was 
nothing to disturb er distract the attention, yet it was one 
of the hardest movements tu execute nicely. 

Now take a line of men not in closed order, but at. inter 
vals of two, three or five yards—a line covering the front of 
a battalion of four companics, say 135 yards, without gen- 
eral guides in front—and march them across a level plain, 
and you will see that if one breaks the entire line is thrown 
into more or less confusion and disorder. But if you to 
the battlefield, where the ground is rough and cut up, where 
the bullets are falling like hail around you, and a man falls 
on your left,and another springs into the air with a death 
yell on your right, and the roise of battle is so great that 
you cannot hear your officer's voice 20 yards away, and 
attempt to march that line across a plain 2,000 yards in 
width, what is the result? Why, simply it cannot be done. 
Before going over half the distance some parts of the line 
are in advance of others, and out of control of its officers, 
and suddenly finding itself in that condition, it becomes dis. 
organized and looks for support, and the second line is 
burried up to itand then the third, etc., and as there is no 
method provided for reinforcing a part of a line only, it 
follows that the first line is strengthened in places where 
there isno need of strength, and its loss is therefore pro- 

rticnately greater than it should be, while the main attack 
is weakened by the premature use of supportsand the entire 
line is disorganized and thrown into confusion. 

If while this is going on the enemy should make a flank 
attack, the only methods in Upton by which it can be met, 
is by witbdrawing or refusing the advanced line of skir- 
mishers, or oue of the supporting lines, or else throwing out 
from the battle line. flank companies as skirmishers. The 
first method is equivalent to defeat, since it is giving ground 
to defend yourse:f; the second method it is practically 

impossible, since a second or intermediate line could not 
march by the flank quick enough to meet this new attack, 
and to attempt to wheel it around would take even more 
time, besides creating the greatest confusion. The third 
method is objectionable since, in the first place, the com- 
— remaining in the battle line are much weakened by 

he skirmishers thrown out, ar... .scondly, if you attempt 
it you deprive your fizhting | »«s ~ the moral and actual 
support they depend on. and seeiu, themselves weakened 
by the withdrawal of their reserves,and threatened by a 
flank and rear attack, they lose heart and fall back, and at 
the time necessarily in much confusion. 

Anvtber objection is the moment a line of skirmishers 
passes out of the battalion, it passes be 
the battalion and company commanders. It is a wel] known 
military axiow, that the rootof poe in battle is in keep- 
ing in tact and under contro! the largest possible portion of 
rom force for the longest possible time; but the skirmish 

ines thrown to the front are nut under the command of 
their own company officers, since it is the Ist Lieutenant of 
the odd comyanies that goes with the first line, the Ist Lieu- 
tenant of the even companies with the second line, etc. At 
the same time the battalion in reserve mes much disor- 
ganized in consequence of the rear rank men taking the 
places of the front rank men, and the necessary change of 
sergeants and guides. Again when the supporting lines join 
the advance it is because they are needed and they must do 
se quickly. The result is that the fours are no longer com- 
plete, but in disorder, since the numbers ones are as apt to be 
alongside the numbers threes of their own or the next set, as 
they are to be in their pooper places. The lines fall back on 
the battalion or the 


the battalion advances to the lines a conse- 

=e diso n ensues, and in its train confusion and 
The of the supporting lines. is to meet any sudden or 
e attack of the enemy, and there is no method 


whereby a flank tack tat be niet. without depriving the 
main or fighting line of purt or all of its support. 

I will mention one other objection. It is that only the fight- 
ing line can take part in the firing and therefore before it has 
crossed half over the second period,so many men must be 
but into action that the reserve becomes much weakened. 
Such in brief are some of the principal defects of Upton’s 
. yotem. applied to-day. They are, indeed, serious, and in 

t days of magazine guns demand more attention thin 
ever before. Gen. Upton waa fully alive to these defects and 
was enga in remetiying them at the time of his death. 
Can they be remedied ? The best thing to do, would be to 
do away with the system altogether, reorganize our mili- 
tary forces, arm them with the latest and best guns and then 
adapt a system of tactics to such an arm and organisation. 
A system that would teach men only a féw movements as to 
the shortest way to move tothe front or rear, or to either 
flank, to deploy and to mass, that would give us less fancy- 
movements for the mass and mere “ individualism;” for tne 
men. If to-morroW you were called upon todefend our north- 
ern frontier against a sudden attack of modern troops armed 
with Englano’s best guns and drilled on her half battalion 
sy ; or again, if France should determine to seize and 
hold the Panama Isthmus, and you were hurried forward to 
meet her company columh system, could you make any 
changes at all in the little time you would have for prepara- 
tion, that would enable you to meet either half “wey 7. 
think you could. Although Upton’s tactics are developed 
for regimental formations of 10 companies, he distinctly 
uses the word battalion throughout all the book, and defines 
8 battalion to consist of two or more companies up to ten. 
We may assume, therefore, as Upton did himself, that a bat- 
talion of manceuyre consist of four companies. 1 do not 
see that Upton’s tactics would have to be changed as to com- 
mands aud geveral rules, if we made our regiment consist of 
twelve instead of ten companies; in other werds, we would 
have three battalions of four companies each. We have it 
at present in our cavalry and artillery organizations. 


The reading of Lieut. Hamiltou's paper was fol- 
lowed by a long discussion, in which Col. Jones. 12tb; 
Major Jackson, Ist U. S. Cav.; Lieut.-Col. Dowd, 
12th Inf.; Capt. Van Reed, 5th Art.; Lieut. Patfer- 
son, Ist Art.; Capts.

IN UNION IS STRENGTH. 
.To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


ConGREss has adjourued without having done 
anything for the personnel of the Navy. I 
have always maintained that the reason why no- 
thing is done, is due to the fact that no set of officers 
will agree to support the same measure. Hereto- 
fore, if -one class or corps attempted to obtain any 
legislation bettering their condition, it would imme- 
diately be opposed by others, simply because of 
antipathy, and this when the proposed legislation 
would be an evident benefit to the Service. A very 
little opposition will prevent legislation. It would 
appear to wethat the time has arrived when the 
dog in the manger and cut-throat policy should be 
dropped. The same energy and means heretofore 
employed by the different corps of the Navy to ob- 
tain or prevent legislation if used wisely and unit- 
edly would enable us to obtain all the legislation 
oeeded. 

1 think the whole Service may be said to favor au 
equalization of pay, and the pay of the Marine 
Corps would be satisfactory to nine-tenths of the 
Service. In fact, the only opponents to that pay, 
are those who have not curefully examined it. 

The whole Service is interested in some scheme 

providing tbat officers having less than three years 
to serve, should not besent to sea in command of 
statious. The constant changing of Commanders- 
in-Chief is a manifest injury to the Service. There 
are many other questions upon which all officers 
practically agree, and if we cultivated a little more 
the spirit of concession as well as of aggression, 
there are but few points but what an agreement 
could be reached. 
I would recommend a general committee of the 
whole Service, each Corps being represented accord- 
ing to its numerical strength, to which all questions 
should be submitted, and a settled policy as to legis- 
lation be established and urged by the whole Service. 
If this committee were properly supported, and 
never opposed by anyone, we would soon obtain 
much-needed legislation. The committee should be 
composed of men of broad and conservative views, 
and while they should be selected from the Service 
by the different Corps, they should be enabled to 
meet annually for general discussion, and the form- 
ativun of a policy to be pursued during the ensuing 
year. The Service could well afford the necessary 
expense to carry out this scheme. We have spent 
much more in injuring ourselves. 

Let us stop quarrelling with each other, and go to 
work in an intelligent manner to build up the Ser- 
vice, that we may be an bonor to our flag, to the de- 
partment which represents us, and to the people to 
whom we are indebted for our maintenance.

THE STATE TROOPS. 


THE VETERANS OF THE SEVENTH N. Y. 


Tue Board of Officers of the 7th N. Y. have re. 
cently issued a report on the subject of the status 
of the Sevetith Regimeut Veteran Association, pre- 
sented by a committee consisting of Lieut. Col. Geo. 
Moore Smith, Cupts. Abrams, Appleton, Rhoads 
and Conover, and Lieuts. D. A. Nesbitt and Chas. E, 
Lydecker, [t reviews the history of the contro. 
versy with the Veteran Association, commencing 
with the passage ot the following resolutions iu 1884 
aud 1885: 

Resolved, That the Board of Officers of the 7th Kegiment, 
N. G. 8. N. Y., disapproves of the use of military titles by 
those who do not hold or who bave not beld lawful com: 
missions of the grade or rank indicated by such titles; and 
disapproves of the weliring of military unitorms by those 
whoare not in the miiitary service of the United States or 
the several States, or who are not veterans of the late war; 
and disapproves of the use of the name and numerical des- 
ignation of this regiment by any other uniformed corps, 

Reso ved, That the Boara of Officers of the 7th Regiment, 
N. G.8S. N. ¥.. respectfully requests the Veteran Associa. 
tion and its uniformed battalion to discontinue the use of 
military titles and military uniforms and the insignia of 
military rank, 

In August, 1886, the commandants of the Active 
apd the Veteran organization agreed upon the fol- 
lowing settiement: 

1. The officers and members of the Veteran Association 
(except those authorized by actof Congress) will not here- 
after wear the insignia of military rank nowin use by the 
National Guard and the U. 8. Army. 

2. Th2 military titles now in use by the field and company 
officers in the National Guard and tbe U.8. Army will not 
hereafter be used by the officers of the Veteran Association 

except as far as required by the enactment establishing a 

nevolent Fund in the Veteran Association), and such 
other titles as may be selected by the association shall be 
hereafter used by its officers. 

8. The objections to the use of such uniforms or parts of 
uniforms as the Veteran Associstion m i, prefer are with- 
drawn, provided such uniform is not similar to that worn by 
the National Guard, 8. N. Y. 

The Committee of the Veterans accepted the last 
article, which represented the concession granted 
by the Actives, and rejected the first two which em- 
bodied the concessions expected from them. This 
they did on the assumption that they fell within 
the class of Independent Military Organizations 
recognized by Sec. 75 of the Military Code. The 
question as to the validity of this claim was submit- 
ted to J. A. General . C. King, who devided 
emphitically against it.as a matter of law, in an 
elaborate opimion dated May 1i, 1884. Thereupon 
the Veterans persuaded the Legislature to pass an 
act making them a military organization. This act 
Gov. Cleveland vetoed. Another vigorous effort 
was made in 188 to secure the enactment by the 
Legislature of a law to make the Veteran Associa- 
tion of this regiment a mulitary organization, but 
without success. 

The opinion of the new Judge-Advocate-General, 
Ww. M. Ivins, being asked, this time by the Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel of the 7th, he gave an opinion, 
equally conclusive with that of Gen. King, against 
the claims of the Veterans, his conclusions beinz 
summed up as follows: 

1. That under M. C., 75, the Veterans of the 7th Regiment 
are not “an independent military organization,” and cannot 
legally be recognized as such. 2. That such organization is 
not liable to be called on todo military service 'n case of 
riot or in other cases when independent military organiza- 
tions may becalled upon todo such service by the Com- 
mander-in-Chief. 3. That under M. C., 59,the members of 
said organization have not the right to wear “any uniform 
or designation of grade similar to those in usein the Na- 
tioval Guard issued under the provisions of the M.C.” 4. 
That said organization has not the power to confer legal 
military rank or authority on its members. 

Gen. King, in his opinion, called attention to the 
provisions of the code forbidding the parading of 
non-military organizations with fire-arms, or the 
wearing of auniform similar to that worn by the 
National Guard, and making it. a misdemeanor to 
wear any designation of grade similar to that worn 
by the Guard. 

In their report the committee of the 7th say: 

The Veteran Association of the 13th Regiment, N. G., 
S. N. Y., of Brooklyn, which is distinguished for the high 
character and standing of its members, adopted a new Con- 
stitution Jan. 10, 1887, in which military titles and other 
miiitary characteristics are discarded, andin which many 
improvements are introduced which will certainly insure 
entire harmony in the future between tbe Association and 
the regiment. This committee expresses the hope and belief 
that the time is not distant when the Veteran Association of 
the 7th Regiment will also divest itself of all military charac- 
teristics, and thereby forever establish peaceful and har- 
monious relations between present and former members of 
the regiment. 


THE NEW YORK CAMP. 


Wits the advance of the season, the interest 
manifested by the National Guard with regard to 
the coming New York Encampment increases. The 
many inquiries about the matter show that the po- 
pularity of the camp is still undiminished. No 
formal order has as yet been issued from Albany, 
but the details are fully determined upon and will 
be officially published at an early date. Present 
financial conditions admit of only one-half of the 
Guard being encamped in one season, aud, under 
these circumstances, the following organizations are 
entitled to a tour this year: The 7th, 9th, 12th, 13tb, 
22d, 23d, 47th and 7ist Regiments, and 14 separate 
companies. The intention is to give allof them 4 
chance this year, but whether the separate com- 
panies will be organized asa provisional regiment 
or assigned to duty with other regiments bas not 

et been settled. Kither plan will provesatisfactory- 
This detail includes the best and lafgest organiza- 
tions in the State, in marked contrast to last years 
detail, and a very successful encampment may be 
predicted with safety, especially if the principles 0D 
which the affair was then conducted will again 
govern. The highly satisfactory results then obtained 
with the smallest and least advanced organizations 
are the best proof of the correctness of the system 
under which they were muavaged, and for this reason 
itis hoped that Adjutant General Porter will again 
assume charge of the whole as permanent post com- 
mander and keep up last year’s strict routine of 
duty and regulations with regard to unmilitary 

ractices and customs. The tolerance of the latter 

uring several previous seasons put the camp ID 8 
false light before the non-military pubic, and the 
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controlling authority and the application of the 
same rulvs to every organization. In this statement 
we only echo the wishes of every rational and true 
friend of the National Guard. The tour, one week, 
is so short, aud the expense of the affairso enormous, 
that every minute devoted to aught but military 
work is not only a waste of valuable time, but aiso 
an injustice toa State which so liberally puts the 
sinews of war at the disposal of its troops. Let, 
therefore, the system which has so far proved the 
only correct one, not be abandoned until a better 
one has been devised. 

With regard to the camp siie much valuable 
work has beep accomplished under the direction of 
Gen. J. M. Varian, Chief of Ordrance. A gai of 300 
feet in the width of the parade ground has been 
made by cutting away the point of rocks at the foot 
of the bluff at the north of the parade, and the fillog 
in of the ravive on the opposite side. This will ob- 
viate the necessity of selecting a different place for 
locating the tents, and the camp will be pitched 
as before. This is the most suitable arrange- 
ment. Considerable headway bas been made in the 
draining system, which will be omens by the 
timetbe camp is. The main sewer will empty 1n the 
centre of the Hudson River. The old building for 
the sinks has been demolished and a pew perman- 
ent one, for thesame purpose, will be erected about 
the place where formerly the guard tents used to be. 
it is to be on a brick foundation, with 4§ porcelain 
seats, and will be inside the lineof sentries, thus cut- 
ting off a very convenient method of surreptitiously 
leaving the camp. ‘The cesspools at the head of the 
company streets, which caused so much annoyance 
and so much need of disinfecting, will be filled up. 
In their places there will be urinals of the most ap- 
proved modern pattern and connected with the gen- 
eral sewerage system. A bathhouse will be provided 
at the dam, of a most substantial nature ou a brick 
foundation with 20 shower baths. The sink accom- 
modations of the officers will be thoroughly modi- 
fied and in the place of the present makeshift ar- 
rangement a substantial building, containing porce- 
lain seats, wash-basins, running water and all other 
modern conveniences will be substituted. The sink 
for the General Headquurters will be removed from 
its present site, uear the back entrance of the camp, 
and transferred to the spot where the hospital tents 
are located, and thus an eyesore and disagreeable 
nuisance removed. The grounds ure being graded 
aud ‘put in perfect order, and when the proper time 
arrives New York will present to its soldiery a camp 
ground which, for natural beauty, healtnfulness, 
cleanliness and comfort and care of those who are 
to occupy it, has no equal in this world. The excel- 
lence of the Subsistence Department is so wéll 
known that it is not necessary to refer to it here. 





THE NATIONAL MILITIA BILL. 


GENERAL Bewé&rt, Chief of Ordnance, has submit- 
ted a number of recommendations to the Secretary of 
War in regard to the increased allotment of arms and 
equipmeuts to the militia forces under the new law 
increasing the appropriation for this purpose from 
$200,000 to $400,000. ne of his suggestions relates to 
the organization of the District of Columbia militia. 
He proposes that the senior member of the District 
Commissioners be designated by the President as a 
Brigadier General to have entire command of the 
several companies, which are to be orgavized upon a 
basis similar to State Militia; said Commissioner, to 
bear the same relation to the troops as the Governor 
of the State to the State Militia. A set of regula- 
tions concerning the manner of distribution of arms, 
ete., accompanies Gen. Benét’s recommendations. 
The new appropriation does not become available 
until July 1st, according vo a recent decision of the 
lst Comptroller, 30 that the Department will have 
plenty of time to prepare its plans for the appor- 
tionment. 





A MISTAKE CORRECTED. 


THE Brooklya Eagle is responsible for a most. unjustifia- 
ble slander upon General Brownell, formerly commander of 
the Fourtb New York Brigade, in assuming to identify him 
with some fellow who was arrested by the police for making 
a disturbance on the Brooklyn bri . General Brownell is 
a dignified and quiet gentleman, and it is difficult to see how 
any one who knew anything of bis character could suppose 
that he could be guilty of such conduct as that described in 
the Eagle. The Kavle in a subsequent issue corrected its 
mistake and said: “ Brooklyn contains no more honored 
citizen that General Brownell. Hii leadership in military 
matters have given him prominence before the public; his 
ability asa tactician has made his name known from oue 
end of the country to the other; as a disciplinarian he is one 
of the strictest, and he would be the last man to object to a 
subordinate carrying out the orders of his superiors.”

Par. 261 refers to platoon drill. 


Pennsylvania asks: In guard mounting, at the 
command “ (1) officers and non-com. officers to the front and 
centre, (2) march,” do the nou-com. otficers pass between 
the left of the To and the sergeant major, or pass beyond 
him? Ans.—Between the guard and the sergeant major. 

2. When the sergeant major takes bis position three yards 
to the left of front rank, does he pass one yard to the rear 
of the line, face abont and dress up to the hone (the same as 
lst sergeants taking their posts), or does he face about on 
the line? ANns.—Tactics don't specify about this, The beat 
way is to march to the rear before facing about, aad this is 
the method generally used. 

8. On dress parade, when the ranks are opened and the 
officers brought to the front, do the field officers march 
direct to the front twelve yards and turn respectively to the 
left and right until they get opposite the ceatre of their 
wings, or pass along the front of line officers until opposite 
the centre of their wings and then tace to the right and lett 
and move to the front their proper distance?

THE 111-TON GUN. 


Tue third series of firing experimental charges 
was carried out on Wednesday at the butts of the 
Royal Arsenal at Woolwich, under the direction of 
Co]. Maitland, R. A., Superintendent of Gun. Fac- 
tories. The heaviest charge as yet fired was endured 
by the gun and its fittings without the slightest m- 
jury, and gave admirable results, both in velocity 
of projectile und lowness of gas pressure within the 
chamber of the gun. The first round fired was with 
850 lbs. of German prismatic powder of the like na- 
ture as the powder fired on previous occasions, but 
from a different maker. The velocity attained by 
the shot was 2,142 ft. per seeond, the gus pressure 
194¢ tous on the square inch of the chamber, which 
is 8 ft. 3in. long. The second round was with pris- 
matic powder specially made at Waltham Abbey 
for this gun. The weight of the charge was 960 lbs., 
the velocity of the projectile was 2,104 ft, per sece 
ond, aud the gas pressure only 15.7 tons—a very re- 
markable result, showing that the mode of reduc- 
ing the speed of combustion under the new system 
is now thoroughly well understood at the Govern- 
ment works. Thethird round was with 850 lbs. of 
the same powder at the first round, the results be- 
ing: velocity of shot (1,800 lbs, weight) 2.149 ft. and 
gas pressure 19.9 tons. The extraordinary bigh 
velocities attained by the projectile: and the confin- 
ing of the gases generated within such low pres- 
sures—which might probably be safely raised to 30 
tons without exerting undue strain on the gun—are 
exceedingly satisfactory features in the practice sq

*~ DISCIPLINE IN THE FRENCH ARMY. 


In an article on discipline in the French Army, 
the St. James's Gazette says: ** The supreme punisb- 
ment of the French soldier fora serious breach of 
discipiine is death even in time of peace. If he 
strikes an officer, for instance, he is liable to be shot. 
In time of war tne death penalty isa carried out for 
much lighter offences; forthe French law only re 
cognizes this form of corporal punishment in the 
case of a soldier. But as regards military life in bar- 
racks, three kinds of disciplinary precedure are 
employed asa check upon common offences. The 
lightest 1s called the consigne. The man placed a la 
consigne is merely kept in quarters while his com- 
panions are enjoying their freedom. The next pen- 
alty is that of the salle de police, where tho culprit 
is locked up from five or six o’clock in the evening 
until the réveil the next morning. The same dis- 
oipline may be repeated one or more nights. Lastly 
there is the prison, where the unruly soldier 1s kept 
day and night.

Its share 
capital is $4,000,000, divided into 45,000 ordinary 
shares of $50 each and 35,000 seven per cent. cumu- 
lative preference shares of $50 each. In addition to 
this there are $1,500,000 in 5 per cent. mortgage de- 
bentures of $500 each, secured by a tirst charge upon 
the undertaking, redeemable at the price of $550, b 
annual cumulative drawings, commencing Jan. I, 
1888, the redemption being thus effected in fifteen 


years. The first payment of interest will be made 
on July 1, on the amounts as paid up. Of the above 
$300, in debentures, 1,500 preference sbares, an 


1,500 ordinary shares have been allotted at par as 
fully paid-up to the Managing Directors, who agree 
to take them in part yment of the purchase 
money. 5,500 ordinary shares have been subscribed 
for and allotted to the vendor at par. 

The business has been taken over from the vendor 
asa going concern. as f10om Jan. |, 1887, from which 
date the company is entitled to all the profits. The 
orders pow in hand indicate an increase of business 
over thatof the last two years, and further exten- 
sive contracts are being negotiated. The Managing 
Directors—Messra. Favarger, Koerner, and De La- 
touche—who so successfully conducted the business 
with Mr. Hotchkiss until his death, and since then 
alone, have entered into a contract to remain with 
the company, aud to give their exclusive services to 
its management for a period of fifteen years, ter- 
minable after five or ten years. Should the period 
be so determined, the Managirg Directors ure still 

reclauded fiom evgaging in any similar business for 
Uae residue of years up to fifteen pong Afteradiv- 
idend of 15 per cent. has been paid to the ordinary 
shareholders, the suid Managing Directors will be- 
come entitled to one-tenth of surplus net profits. 

The works of the company are at St. Denis, near 
Paris, where a factory employing from 700 to 800 
bands is in full operatiou. Orders received from 
the British Government are executed by Armstrong 
apd Co., and those for Germany by the Gruson- 
Werk, and negotiations of a like pature with other 
Governments are new tn progress, rendering the 
business an ioternational one, and modifving the 
effect of any edict prohibiting the export of war 
material in time of war. 


The business is a monument to the genius, indus- 
try and capacity for organization of that typical 
American, the late B. B. Hotchkiss.

The shot struck the shore in the neigh- 
borhood of Innellan, Firth of Clyde, damaging the 
bouses and grounds of Messrs. Patton and Hender- 
son, and injuring a plumber and a servant girl. 


A LaDy, who had only arrived at Cannes the night 
before the earthquake, gave orders to be called at 
6 a. M., and when sbe was precipitated on to the floor 
at that time she thought that it was some new in- 
vention by which people were aroused without the 
bether of the chambermaid coming into the room. 


A score of corporals from the Joinville Training 
School went through their evolutions before Gen. 
Boulanger mounted on velocipedes, the bicyclists 
representing the light, the tricyclists the heavy cav- 
alry.

THs German “Official Gazette’ publishes the 
Army bill.

the war effective. in eight weeks the whole of the 
Bavarian Army Corps will be equipped with the new 
weapon. 


GEN. Pontus, the Belgian Minister of War, in pre- 
senting plans fo> the erection of new forts at Liege 
and Namur, said the forces at his disposal were 
amply svfficient. For the field the army comprised 
65,000 men, and the garrisons of 25,000 men at Ant- 
werp, 12,000 at Liege and Namur and 28.000 distribu- 
ted elsewhere. 

THE valuable prizes offered by the Russian Gov- 
ernment for the best type of swift, light draught, 
armor clad, specially adapted for service in the 
Black Sea, have been awarded to Captain Ratnik, 
ofthe Russian Navy, ard Messrs. Leontieff, ship- 
builders, of Odessa. No English firm appears to 
have competed. 

Messrs. NAPIER AND Sons, of Glasgow, bave just 
shipped the largest set of triple-expansion engines 

et constructed for a man-of-war. They are of 

2,000 collective horse-power, and are intended for 
the Russian ironclad Sinope, now building at Sebus- 
tapol. They have also completed three sets of 2,000 
horse-power for gunboats building at Nicolaieff. 


HERR ScHOEFFER, Professor of Political Economy, 
Vienna, has published a pamphlet to show whata 
war with France would cost Germany—16 millards 
of marks, or shillings. In case of a defeat or check 
of the Imperial troops it would be necessary to raise 
a ioan which would, at 4 per cent., involve the an- 
nual pryment of 640,000,000 marks. Were confidence 
in the gee Fett of Germany sbaken, the yearly 
interest would range from 800,000,000 marks to one 
milliard. 

Tue activity with which war preparations are 
being pushed forward throughout Austria bears a 
significance which none but the most indifferent can 
afford to disregard. The garrisons of Vienna and of 
the chief fortressos throughout the Empire last 
week commenced practice in shooting with their 
new Manonlicher repeating rifles, with which the 
troops in Vienna are now completely provided. 
Officers of the army throughout Austria and Hun- 

ary, both those on active service and those in the 

serve, bave received orders to complete their 
equipment, so as, if required, to be ready to march 
at hours’ notice. Cavalry continues without in- 
terruption to pour into Galicia from various gar- 
risons. 

In answer to the charge of John Bright that 
wounded Arabs were bayoneted at Abu-Klea by 
British soldiers, the war correspondent of the Daily 
News says: * The Arabs neither gave nor accepted 
quarter, and often feigned death in order to have a 
chauce of thrusting their keen knives into one of our 
men. I went out whiie the square was reforming 
with some ‘ Heavies’ to search for the body of an 
officer whom I knew well. While thus engaged 
nearly every one of us had several narrow escapes 
of being stabbed by Arabs who let us pass their ap- 
parently lifeless forms, and then sprang up sud- 
denly, spear or sword in hand. Directly one of our 
men saw a dusky form began to move, he knew per- 
fectly well that it was a question which should strike 





first, and naturally be fired asnap shot or used his 
bayonet in self-defence.”’
